HE IS NOW REAL INSTEAD OF 


ACTING SECRETARY OF STATE. 


CONFIRMED BY THE SENATE WITHOUT 
REFERENCE—COMMENT ON THIS EX- 
TRAORDINAKY COURSE—DIPLOMATIC 
CAREER OF THE NEW OFFICER. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The Hon. John W. 
Foster of Indiana, who has been for some time 
Acting Secretary of State without title and 
without regular salary, and who has been com- 
pensated for his services out of the State De- 
partment Contingent Fund, was to-day appoint- 
ed by the President to be Secretary of State, 
and his nomination was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate without reference to a committee. 

This was an extraordinary course. Itis diffi- 
cult to understand just why Mr. Foater’s nomi- 
nation was accorded the reception usually re- 
served for persons who have been members of 
the Senate, which Mr. Foster had not. It was 
not in consequence of any particular popularity 
of Mr. Foster, although he has not been an un- 
popular man. It has been known that he was 
the Chancellor of the Russian Legation; that he 
had given legal advice to the Chinese Legation 
in about the same capacity, going tothe extent 
of preparing an argument against the Exclusion 
act, and that he was counsel for Mexico and for 
Spain, but these would not be reasons for in- 
ducing the Senate to accept his appointment 
without question. 

His nathe has been suggosted several times as 
that of Blaine’s successor, but the fact of his 
employment at lucrative salaries by all of these 


Governments having controversies with the 
United States was considered sufficient to raise 
the question of a ene in selecting him. 

It is not doubted here that Mr. Foster will be 
a useful Secretary to Mr. Harrison. He is not 
an invalid or crabbed or evasive in his conduct 
or language. He can be approached, he can 
say “Yos” or “No” without lying, and he 
makes friends when some other Secretaries of 
Btate easily made enemies. He may not take 
as touch stock in South American reciprocity as 
Blaine, but he is as much interested in it as 
President Harrison. 

Secretary of State Foster will, it is under- 
stood, give up the prospect of an income of 
from $20,000 to $50, yearly to take the 
State Department. He is quoted as saying that 
he cannot properly act as the adviser of foreign 
nations while he is the guardian of the affairs of 
the United States. 

As he is reported as having reached that con- 
clusion justas heis appointed to the head of 
the department, it is assumed that he has not 
felt constrained, while holding a subordinate 
place in the department, to forego the privilege 
of advising the forsign Governments that have 
employed him as a legal adviser. 

The President now has two Fosters in the 
Cabinet and two members from the State of In- 
diana. While thereis a precedent for giving 
two Cabinet offices to the same State, it is as- 
sumed that the President does not intend to 
keep both Indiana men for a long time, and that 
it is his penpese to appoint his Attorney Gen- 
eral, W. . Miller, to the Supreme Court, in 
place of Judge Bradley. 


To the extent that diplomatic service qualifies 
aman forthe exalted post to which Mr. Foster 
has been promoted, the appointment must be 
regarded as a worthy one. He has been en- 
gaged in diplomacy for nearly twenty years, 


and for most of that time he has occupied posi- 
tions under the Department of State. 

His service as a diplomat began when Presi- 
dent Grant sent him to represent this country 
at Mexicoin 1873. He remained at that post 
until 1880, having been peeves by Presi- 
dent ayes. In March, 1880, he was transferred 
to Russia and was in charge of the United 
States Legation at 8t. Petersburg for somethin 
over a year, when he resigned to attend to pri- 
vate business. He took up his residence at 
Washington upon returning to this country, 
making @ specialty of international cases. In 
this line of work he was employed as counsel 
for foreign legations, and appeared before 
courts of commission and in arbitration cases. 

His third appointment as Minister came in 
1883, when President Arthur sent him to Spain. 
In the two years that he was at the Court of 
Madrid he negotiated commercial treaty with 
the Spanish Government. Strong x ie 
to the terms of the treaty developed in the 
Senate and President Cleveland withdrew it 
for reeonsideration. Meanwhile, Mr. Foster 
had resigned his post at Madrid, but he was in- 
structed to return te Spain to reopen negotia- 
tions for a modified treaty. In this mission he 
was not successful, and after a few months he 
came home. Abouta year ago he was again 
iy to Spain and negotiated the treaty that 

as since been ratified. 

The President has held his abilities in high re- 
gard, and while Mr. Blaine was Secretary of 
State, Mr. Foster was frequently consulted by 
the President upon diplomatic matters, es- 
pecially in relation to commercial treaties. He 
was recognized as the confidential diplomatic 
adviser of the Presidentin the absence of the 
Secretary of State, and he has played an impor- 
tant part in the Bering Sea negotiation and also 
in diplomatic conferences between this country 
and Canada. 

Mr. F a Y’ was born in Pike County, Ind., 
March 3 836. After his graduation at the 
Btate University of Indiana in 1853, he at- 
tended the Harvard Law School He began the 
practice of law at Evansville, Ind. and had be- 
come fairly established at the outbreak of the 
war, when he enlisted in the Twenty-fifth In- 
diana Infantry and received a commission as 
Major of that regiment. His war service was 
with the western armies of Gens. Grant and 
Sherman. He took part in the movements 
against Forts Henry and Donelson, and was at 
the battle of Shiloh, where he was severely 
wound For gallantry in that engage- 
ment he won promotion to a Lieuten- 
ant Coloneley. Receiving a commission as 
Colonel of the Sixty-fifth Indiana, he 
‘was assigned to the Green River Department of 
Kentucky, where he f oght = He next 
served under Burnside in Tennessee and was 
present at the capture of Knoxville. Then he 
resigned his commission, but was prevailed 
upon to accept the command of the One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-sixth Indiana Regiment, with 
which he was connected till the end of the war. 
He received the brevet rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral at the suggestion of Gens. Burnside and 


Grant. 

In 1866 he became editor of the Evansville 
Journal, and was made Postmaster of that city 
in 1869. He was chosen Chairman of the In- 
diana State Central Repubtie Committee in 
1871, and did good work for his party in the 
campaign of that yearandin the Presidentis)] 
campaign of the year following. It was this 
service that brought him favorably to the at- 
tention of President Grant, and was the imme- 
| diate cause of his firet diplomatic appointment. 


OHIO REPUBLICANS DISGUSTED. 
CoL_umsBtes, Ohio, June 29.—The selection of 
John W. Foster of Indiana as Secretary of State 
meets with cordial disfavor among Republicans 
here, who credit it as the hardly-deserved ele- 
vation of a comparatively obsoure politician, 
and insist that with the Attorney General, 


Treasurer, and the other important offices ac- 
credited to the State of the President, Indiana 
had enough patronage, even with the siden- 
tial year athand. It is considered as merely a 
bid for the Electoral vote of the Hoosier State, 
coupled with a penchant the President has dis- 
closed for making his high office local in its ap- 
plication to statesmanship. Ignorance of the 
political career of the new Secretary is very 
marked, and Ohio Republicans regret to be com- 
pelled to think twice before they recall the his- 
toric deeds of the successor of Blaine, 





World’s Fair Board Bankrupt. 

Cuicaco, June 29.—Bankruptcy has at last 
reached the World’s Columbian Commission. 
Every centof the appropriation has been ex- 
hausted, and Secretary Dickinson has not 
enough money left to buy a postage stamp, 
unless he draws on his own resources. Director 
General Davis has not drawn his salary for 
several months, and Col. Dickinson has gone 
without pay for the same riod in order that 
the - “eggs in his office should draw their salaries 
in full. 

But few members of the National Board who 
attended the April session have received the 
money they advanced for railroad fare and 
hotel expenses. Last night the last postage 
stamp in Secretary Dickinson's office was put 
on a letter to Secretary Foster, informing him 
of the condition of the National Commission’s 
finances. 





Warden Thayer Exonerated. 

ALBANY, June 29.—Walter N. Thayer, Warden 
of Clinton Prison, is exonerated by the Albany 
Grand Jury of blame in the escape of the Bunko 
Swindier Thomas O’Brien from Officer Buck in 
Utica on April 20. 

The presentment in the matter made to-day 
recites that the jury investigated the charges 
preferred against Warden Thayer in relation to 
the eseape of O’Brien and found them without 
foundation.

OPEN HOUSE AT GRAY GABLES. 


MR. CLEVELAND RECEIVES HIS NEIGH- 
BORS AT BUZZARD’S BAY. 


Buzzarp’s Bay, Mass., June 29.—The villagers 
of Bourne and Buzzard’s Bay wentover to Gray 
Gables en masse this evening, when ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland held open house to his neighbors. 

At 6 o'clock visitors began to arrive on the 
grounds, and half an hour later Attorney 
Charles F. Chamberlaine led the way to the 
house. The doors were thrown open and he en- 
tered with the Rev. N. H. Chamberlaine, the 
Rev. C. 8. Davis, and E. & Ellis and about fifty 
people following. In the square hall, which 


was tastefully decked with pine twigs, stood 
the ex-President and his wife, facing the en- 
trance. Mrs. Cleveland was simply dressed in 
black, and her husband wore a loose-fitting 
Summer suit. A piano lamp with a red shade 
and an old spinning wheel were prominent 
objects near them, while in the background was 
au open window looking out upon the bay. 

Mr. Chamberlaine stepped forward, and the 
people who had arrived grouped themselves at 
the open doorway while he addressed a few 
words of neighborly greeting to Mr. Cleveland 
expressing the thanks of the company for his 
courteous invitation to them to cal e spoke 
of their desire to reckon him as a neighbor, and 
closed by saying: ‘‘We desire to extend to you 
our congratulations and to assure you, in this 
moment when you are beginning to gird on 
armor, as it were, fora contest of some magni- 
tude, that though the people come to you from 
Various sections of the country there will be no 
wishes for your success more emphatic than 
those of your neighbors here in Bourne.” 

Mr, Cleveland replied as follows: 

** My friends, I ape you will credit me with per- 
fect sincerity when I say I am glad Ww see you here, 
and when I thank you for calling upon me in such @ 
neighborly way. I am one of those who deem the 
respect of my fellow-citizens, the trust of my triends, 
and the affectionate esteom of my neighbors as 
among the dearest things of life, and one who be- 
Neves that no honors can furnish personal gratifi- 
cation except such as are based upon these senti- 
ments. I am _ thorough! aware that many 
ofus differ and are widely separated in political 
thought and action. It may be that we would not be 
so widely apartif we understood each other better. 
At any rate, it detracts nothing from our good citi- 
zenship, provided our political ideas and beliefs are 
based upon deliberate, conscientious, and patriotic 
refiection. 

“I am happy in the belief that you suspect me no 
more than | do you of any desire to injure the inter- 
ests of the o—— and of the country. Therefore, 
while we may differ in politics, we will differ good- 
naturedly and still be good neighbors, attached and 
devoted to our homes upon this pleasant shore and 
always congratulating ourselves that we, who enjoy 
the cool breezes of Buzzard’s Bay, are favored above 
all others,by a kind Providence.” 

The visitors then stepped up and were intro- 
duced to Mr. Cleveland and his wife. Every- 
body reeeived a hearty hand shake and a cordial 
word of greeting, and some who Were acquaint- 
ances stopped for a few moments’ friendly chat. 
After meectipg the ex-President the visitors 
passed out through the west door and slowly 
dispersed through the grounds. 

For an hour a steady stream of vehicles drove 
up tothe door, and when the reception was 
over, at 7:30 P. M., about 300 persons had called. 





PROTECTED THEIR CUSTOMERS. 


A JERSEY CITY FIRM’S “PULL” 
THE OLEOMARGARINE TRADE. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., June 29.—A secret investi- 
gation is now in progress by a special commit- 
tee of the State Board of Health which may 
give considerable lightas to how the sale of 
oleomargarine for butter is conducted in New- 
Jersey in defiance of the law which provides 
thata fine of $100 shall be paid by any dealer 
who tries te palm off on his customers the bogus 
for the genuine butter. 

The committee is also looking up the charge 
which has been made to the State Board of 
Health that a certain firm in the oleomargarine 
trade enjoys a “pull’’ with the State Dairy 
Commissioner, who, it is alleged, does not exert 
himself to find out if the customers of this firm 
are complying strictly with the law; whereas, if 
any one buys the bogus butter from rival firms, 
itis said the Commissioner maintains a close 
watch onthe purchaser to see that he does not 
violate the law. 

It was learned to-night that direct charges 
have been made against State Dairy Commia- 
sioner McGuire to the State Board of Health of 
being in collusion with Ammon & Person of Jer- 
sey City, who, itis alleged, guaranteed protec- 
tion from any annoyance from the Dairy Com- 
imnissioner te all who would buy oleomargarine 
from them and then taxed their customers 5 
cepts a pound more for it than New-York deal- 
ers asked for the articie. 

The committee was appointed at a special 
meeting of the Board of Health held June 13, 
and since then has been carefully at work. 
City Physician O’Reilly of Elizabeth is Chair- 
man of the committee, and he seems to have 
worried the Jersey City firm, as Mr. Ammon had 
@ long interview with Chairman O’Reilly Mon- 
day, the nature of which Dr. O’Reilly will not 
disclose. 

The committee held another meeting this after- 
noon, at the residence of a New-York physician. 

It did not finish its work to-day at Newark and 
may have to held two more sessione gathering 
evidence in the matter. 

Meanwhile the Board of Health of this city 
will take steps to findont how many dealers 
here sell the bogus butter for the genuine arti- 
cle and take steps to prosecute them.

A COUNTRY WITHOUT RAIN. 


EVEN THE JACK RABBITS HAVE BEEN 
OBLIGED TO LEAVE IT. 


San ANTONIO, Texas, June 29.—A letter from 
La Salle County, eighty miles southwest of San 
Antonio, on the Aransas, International and 
Great Northern Railway, gives a picture of the 
drought and desolation in that section.,In three 
years it has not rained a drop. The prairies, 
once carpeted with ricoh grasses, are as bare as 
a billiard table. The streams have gone dry. 


There is no water anywhere. From any ewi- 
nence, as far as the eye can reach, there is not 
aspotof green. 

The sun reflected from the white earth makes 
the glare and heat almost unbearable. Deer, 
turkey, and other wild animals have left. Even 
the familiar jack rabbit has disappeared. All 
cattle and sheep have been sold and shipped 
into other States. 

Many of the Mexicans are cowboys or soldiers. 
They have no means of subsistence, and som 
of them have tried to farm it, but the see 
sown two years ago remains unsprouted and 
undeveloped in the ground. From La Salle 
County alone 72,000 head of sheep have been 
removed. 

The citizens to-day appealed to Gov. Hogg to 
furnish the starving Mexicans transportation 
to the cotton districts, where they may find 
work. An earnest eall for food has been issued. 





Dr. Gallagher’s Imprisonment. 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—In the House to-day 
Mr. McAleer (Dem., Penn.,) offered for refer- 
ence a resolution, accompanied by petitions, re- 
citing that Dr. Thomas Gallagher, a United 
States citizen, was arrested in London, Eng- 


land, in 1883 and has since been detained un- 
ustly and unlawfully in British prisons; that 

r. Gallagher, at the time of his arrest, had 
been but nine days in Great Britain; that he 
applied to Minister Lowell for protection; that 
no aid was afforded him; that there was a bitter 
feeling against Irish peri prisoners; that he 
was convicted through prejudice and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 

The resolution requests the Department of 
State to examine into the canse of the convio- 
tion, and, should it be found that Dr. Gallagher 
was convicted wrongfully and illegally, to insist 
upon his release. 





New-York Indians at the Fair. 

ALBANY, June 29.—World’s Fair Commissioney 
Thacher said te-night that one of the most in- 
teresting of New-York’s exhibits at the fair 
would be its Indian encampment. The Parlia- 
ment or “long house” of the Six Nations of the 
Iroquois is within ashort distance of Albany. 
Yhis is to be transferred to the exposition 

ounds, with the oldest relics of Indian war- 

are obtainable, and the encampment is to be 
manned with the lineal descendants of the chiefs 
of the Six Nations. 

Prior to the landing of Columbus the Iroquois 
owned all the land from the Atlantic Ocean to 
the Mississippi Kiver. Mr. Thacher believes a 
suitable site can be procured on the lake front 
for the village.

TO BUILD OCEAN GREYHOUNDS. 


FOUR NEW STEAMSHIPS TO BE CON- 
STRUCTED BY THE CRAMPS. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 29.—There were rumors 
this evening that the International Navigation 
Company would soon comply with the terms of 
the recent act of Congress admitting the steam- 
ships City of New-York and City of Paris to 
American registry, and requiring four ships of 
similar size and swiftness to be constructed in 


the United States. The ships, it was also ru- 
snored, would be built by the William Cramp & 
Sone Ship and Engine Building Company. 

Charlies H, Cramp, who was seen at the office 
of the company, said: “ The steamship com- 
pany is fesperes to order four ships, and the 
models of hulls and the designs of machinery 
are practically settled. They will be according 
to our most approved methods and types, and 
will, of course, bo er American in 
every sense. Actual work will begin upon 
award of the mail contract. This would ocour 
early in September according to the terms of 
the advertisement.” 

“What will be the dimensions, power, speed, 
&c., of the new shipst’’ Mr. Cramp was asked. 

“The law itself regulated those matters ina 
general way by its provisions that the amount 
of new American tonnage must be equal to that 
admitted to American registry. As for the 
dimensions, type of machinery, &c,, for the 
proposed ships, it would be premature to dis- 
cuss then at this time. Much would necessarily 
depend on the terms of the mail contract. 

“The department might make stipulations as 
to speed which would require special features 
in plan and design to meet them, and hence 
accurate information could not be furnished 
now. Ina general way, it might be said that 
the plans contemplated four new ships, each of 
about thesame dimensions and power as the 
New-York and Paris.” 





QUAY AND MAGEE ARE OUT AGAIN. 


THE SENATOR RECEIVES A SIGNIFICANT 
WARNING OF TROUBLE AHEAD. 


PITTSBURG, June 29.—There is a general 
agrecment that the truce entered into between 
Senator M. 8. Quay and C. L. Magee at Harris- 
burg last year has been broken, and that the 
battle for supremacy in the Republican Party of 
the State, of which the defeat of Delamater for 
Governor in 1890 was an incident, will be taken 
up again. 

The two leaders have been drifting apart for 
some time. The positive attitude of each 


against the other at Minneapolis strained their 
bonds to the breaking point. Senator Quay’s 
persistent opposition to the contirmation of 
George W. iller for Internal Revenue Col- 
lector for the Twenty-second District is expect- 
ed to be the last straw. Magee’s paper, the 
Pittsburg Jimes, this morning printed Wash- 
ae dispatch, in which these words were 
used: 


“Itis asserted that should Mr. Quay attempt by 
his opposition to Mr. Miller's confirmation to con- 
tinue tle assumption of a proprietary right in the 
political affairs of the State in which he has in re- 
cent years received a severe rebuke, he may expect 
to receive a reprimand direct, instead of through his 
man, as in the Gubermatorial election of 1890.” 


This is construed to mean that Magee will 
take off his coat to prevent the return of Quay 
to the United States Senate.

A REPORT THAT SENATOR STEWART HAS

OMAHA, NebD., June 29.—The advance guard of 
fouthern delegates to the Independent National 
Convention arrived to-day, in the persons of M. 
D. Irwin, editor of the Southern Alliance Farmer, 
Atlanta, Ga., and C. C. Post, Chairman of the 
Georgia State Committee. 

Word was received in Omaha to-day that Sen- 
ator Stewart of Nevada had written a letter ab- 
solutely bolting the Republican Party. It was 


also intimated that Senator Jones, his colleague, 
would do likewise, and as a consequence the 
Btewart boom received alittle impetus. still, 
the Weaver sentiment leads. 

Gen. C. H. Van Wyck said: “If Gresham posi- 
tively refuses to allow the use of his name, J. B. 
Weaver will be the nominee of the convention. 
Of course we're all for free silver and will 
adopt a free-silver platform. In that case we 
will carry Colorado, Nevada, and other silver 
States, and will be able to throw the election 
into the House of Representatives, which does 
not necessarily mean a Democratic President, 
as there are plenty of free-silver Democrats in 
the House.

CUT IN TWO BY THE TRAVE 


HOW THE FRED B. TAYLOR MET 
DISASTER AT SEA. 


THE NORTH GERMAN LLOYD STEAMSHIP 
REPORTS HAVING BEEN IN COLLI- 
SION AND HAVING SAVED THE 
CREW OF THE OTHER VESSEL. 


When the North German Lloyd steamship 
Trave arrives in Southampton at an early hour 
this morning it is likely that the story of the 
vessel which was cutin two about 250 miles 
to the eastward of Sandy Hook will be fully 
told. 

On passing the Scilly Isles yesterday after- 
noon the Trave made signal thatshe was slight- 
ly damaged by a collision which occurred shortly 
after leaving Sandy Hook. 

According to the cable dispatch the other 
vessel foundered, but the crew was rescued 
and are now on board the Trave. 

The steamer Lahn, from Bremen, which ar- 
rived here last night, reports thaton June 26, 
in latitude 45° 43’, longitude 38° i2’, she passed 
the Trave, which signaled that she had on 
board the crew of aship whose signal letters 
were given as “ H. V.8.R.” These are the sig- 
nal letters of the missing ship Fred B. Taylor 
of Yarmouth. 

While the disastor that overtook the vessel is 
not without parallel, yet it is one that was at- 
tended by circumstances which make it one of 
the most remarkable on record. One of its most 
singular features is the fact that the Trave, 
after plowing her way through the massive tim- 
bers of a 1,900-ton ship, cutting her hull clean- 
ly in two, was so little injured as to be able to 
proceed upon her voyage and subsequently to 
arrive at her destination on schedule time. 
Maritime records give numerous instances 
where vessels propelled by steam have out 


thoir way through other craft, but few of them 
emerged uninjured from such an experience, 
and the majority have plunged to the bottom, 
head foremost, along with their victima. 

The first intimation that a vessel had been 
halved by the prow of another was brought to 
port last Saturday by the Captain of the Dutoh 
steamnship Ocean. He reported sighting the after 
part of a large sailing vessel, which had ap- 
parently been cut in two by a steamship. The 
wreck was floating keel up, with the name sub- 
merged, and only the hailing port, which was 
Yarmouth, N. 8., could be distinguished. By 
peculiarities of build known only to seamen 
the Captain made out the wreck to have beon a 
full-rigged ship. It was passed on Thursday 
about 250 miles east of Sandy Hook. 

It was immediately conjectured that the Yar- 
mouth ship, Fred B. Taylor, was the one that 
had been cut in two. That vessel had been 
spoken on June 12, 900 miles east of Sandy 
Hook, and it was oalculated that she would 
have been in the locality where the wreck was 
sighted. Additional conformation was foundin 
the fact that ne other Yarmouth sbips were 
likely to be in that latitude at the time. 

If any other evidence was needed to establish 
the identity of the wreck, it could Rave been 
had from the Captain of the steamship Stuart 
Prince. That vessel reported passing the for- 
ward half of the derelict a few miles away from 
where the after part was seen by the officers of 
the Ocean. The wreck was half submerged, but 
the figurehead was visible, and this correspond- 
ed exactly with the description of the tigure- 
head of the Taylor. The foremast was atill 
standing, and the set of the yards indicated that 
the ship was on the port tack when cut in two. 

The Taylor was known to have been underthe 
command of Capt. F. Hulbert when she 
sailed out of Havre, May 12, in ballast, bound 
for this port. After her identity with the wreck 
had been established speculation turned to the 
vessel that was responsible for the disaster. 
The overdue Portuguese steamship Vega was 
first settled upon as the one most likely to havo 
been in collision with the wreck, but this was 
disproved by that vessel’s safe arrival 
on the following day. Other vessels 
wero — of, but all guesses went 
wide o the mark. The Trave was 
not overlooked, but owing to the fact that she 
had sailed ata late hour on Tuesday and the 
wreck had been sighted on Wednesday by the 
Stuart Prince 250 miles distant from this port, 
it was not considered probable that the Bremen 
liner had caused the wreck. This, however, ap- 

ears to have been the oase, ocean currents do- 

ng their part toward leading the guessers 
astray. 

The Trave swung out from her pier in Ho- 
boken at 1 o’clock in the afternoon ot June 21. 
She had on board 247 cabin and a large number 
of steerage passengers. After the vessel cleared 
the bar, at 2:40 o’clock, nothing mere was 
heard from her until yesterday afternoon, when 
came the brief dispatch saying she had been in 
collision with a vessel shortly after leaving 
New-York. 

The Trave is ordinarily an eighteen-knot ves- 
sel, and must have been steaming at that rate 
when she came in collision with the ship 
through which she cut her way as a knife 
divides an apple. There is evidence that both 
vessels were onveloped in fog at the time of the 
occurrence. The log of the Inman liner City of 
Paris, which passed through the same locality 
at the same time, reports a high westerly wind 
and a dense fog at intervals for fourteen hours. 

There is also every reason to suppose that the 
Trave was cleaving her way through it with 
throttles wide open. The impactof a vessel 
traveling atslow speed would not have been 
sufficient to have madesuch a clean cut through 
the hull of her victim. 

If, as reported, the crew of the ship was res- 
cued, it speake well for the humanity and sea- 
manship of the officers of the Trave. The inci- 
dent also shows that a vessel steaming at high 
speed through a fog stands less risk of damage 
to herself, in case of collision, than she would 
{nour if going at a greatly reduced speed. 

The Trave is a single-screw German steam- 
ship of 4,966 gross tonnage. She measures 438 
feet in length, and has a beam ef 48 feet 1 inch. 
The vessel has nine steel bulkheads inside her 
hull. It is unnecessary to comment on her 
structural strength, an illustration of which 
has just been furbishe: 

Capt. W. Reimkesten. :n old and experienced 
navigator, is her commander. Among the 

assengers she had in her saloon were Mr. and 
Mrs. W. C, Egleston, the Rev. Dr. E. T. Bart- 
lett and Mrs, Bartlett, Mr. and Mrs. Horace E.

Walked Off a Train While Asleep. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 29.—John H. Hill of 625 
South Clinton Street reports to Coroner Coutier 
that Robert McElroy of Princeton is missing, 
and that he has reason to believe that he walked 
off a train of the Pennsylvania Railroad while 
asleep and was drowned in the Delaware River. 

On Monday night, Hill says, McElroy came 
with him from Bristol to Trenton, and they both 


fell asleep. Hill awoke before the bridge over 
the Delaware River was reached, but Mo 
Elroy still slept. He could not be found when 
the train reached Trenton. 

He is not at his place of employment in Prince- 
ton, nor can any trace be found of him. The 
river is being dragged for the body. 





The New Era Wreck Memorial, 

RED BANK, N. J., June 29.—Thomas Manson 
of this town has received the contract for the 
monument to be erected in the West Long 
Branch Cemetery next November in memory 
of the 300 German immigrants who were 
drowned at Deal Beach by the wreck of the 
ship New Era thirty-eight years ago. The work 
of raising funds for the purchase of the monu- 
ment was begun several months ago by the New 
Era Monument Association, consisting of the 
German citizens in Monmonth County. The 
monument will be eleven feet high witha four- 
foot base, which will be inscribed.

FIVE INJURED IN COLLISION.

THE ALBANY LOCAL GETS ON THE 
WRONG TRACK AT POUGHKEEPSIE. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 29.—The Albany 
and New-York local on the New-York Central 
Railroad, due here from the North at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, was composed of an engine, 
baggage car, smoking car, and two ordinary 
coaches. The conductor was William Melius 
and the engineer George Harding. The train 
left the main track at the north end of this city 
and ran down a side track to the yard of 
Tower's furnace. 

At the footof the side track stood a switch 
engine, into which the passenger engine 
smashed. There were forty-five passengers on 


the train, including a dozen women. All knew 

that something was going to happen, and the 

most of them were standing in the aisles of the 

cars when the collision occurred. The most of 

them were thrown down on the floor or hurled 

against the seats, and inthis way five persons 

were quite severely injured, as follows:

Mrs. Baker was sent home in a carriage, as 
were also Mr. Broas and Dr. Faust. Dr. Jehn 
8. Wilson visited all of the injured and found no 
bones broken nor any hurts which might result 
fatally. 

The two engines were not wes | damaged, nor 
were any of the cars derailed. hen the collis- 
ion occurred the train was running about eight 
miles an hour. Conflicting statements are made 
as to the cause of theaccident. Engineer Hard- 
ing says the signals were all right and the 
switch all right. Rear Trainman Maurtfit, who 
went back, says he found the switch open to let 
atraininon the side track, and that it was 
plugged. 

A railroad man thinks that after Watson, the 
switchman, let the switch engine in on the side 
track he might have unwittingly not closed it 
tight, and that when the passenger engine 
struck the points of the switch the flanges of 
the wheels forced the switch open, and thus the 
train was let in on the side track. The railroad 
company will make a thorough investigation.

A DOUBLE SUICIDE. 


Sinemet 
A COUPLE KILL THEMSELVES UPON PRES- 
ENTATION OF THEIR HOTEL BILL. 


BALTIMORE, June 29.—A man and woman 
registered as F. St. Cloud and wife were found 
dead this afternoon in their lodging house. At 
1 o’clock this afternoon a bell boy was sent to 
the room with St. Cloud’s bill, amounting 
to a little over $60. About 4 o’clock, the 
bill not having been paid, E. Kelly, the 
acting manager, visited the room. He knocked, 
but received no response. He tried the door, but 
found it locked. He then called a porter, who 
entered the room by climbing over the transom. 
He found St. Cloud lying on the bed dead. The 
woman lay on the floor with her feet toward the 
bed, also dead. 

The room wasin great disorder. The trunks 
were open and their contents were scattered 
about the floor. Quantities of laudanum and 
morphine were found in the room, and it 
is presumed that it was by such means 
the couple committed suicide. Coroner 
Alexander Hill was summoned and examined 
the bodies, but declined to hold an inquest. He 
decided that the woman had been dead about 
three hours. She must have killed herself im- 
mediately after the presentation of the Dill. 
An examination of the man’s body showed that 
he had been dead only a short time. 

The man and woman came to the hotel June 
2il and registered from New-York. Little was 
hnown of them about the hotel. Among the 
effects were papers showing St. Cloud to have 
been discharged from the Grenadier Guards of 
England, June 25,1890. He was about twenty- 
four years old. His linen all bore the name of 
F. F. Blondy. On the woman’s hand were two 
rings, one of which was inscribed: “ From 
Mama to [rene.’”’ On the fiyleaf of a pook found 
in the room was written: *‘ Irene M. Story, Jan. 
22, 1891, Locust Point.” 

Some handkerchiefs were alao found marked 
Mrs. 8. W. Coats. The room, besides being lit- 
tered with cigarette ends, contained several ale 
bottles and glasses in which drinks had been 
served. The bodies, horribly contorted, were 
taken to the Morgue.

AFTER THE LUMBER TRUST.

OFFICERS BROUGHT INTO UNITED STATES 
COURT AT ST. PAUL. 


St. PAUL, June 29.—The famous suit of the 
United States against the Mississippi Valley 
Lumbermen’s Association, for conspiracy to 
raise illegally the price of lumber, was called 
to-day before Judges Nelson, Edgerton, and 
Thomas, in the United States District Court. 

The specific charge was that Frederick Mayer- 
hauser of Rock Island, Il, W. H. Laird of 
Winona, Minn., Eugene Shaw of Eau “aire, 
Wis., Benjamin F. Nelson of St Paul, and a 


dozen others of the most prominent lumbermen 
in the Northwest had combined illegally to raise 
the price ef lumber 50 cents on 1,000 feet. 

Indictments were found against all these last 
January for violating the Sherman law. A de- 
murrer was filed this afternoon by W. E. Hale 
of Minneapolis, who made the following attack 
upon the indictments: 

“The Government says the defendants made 
a combination to advance the price of lumber 
50 cents a thousand at Minneapolis, Eau Claire, 
Winona, and several other places in lowa, I)li- 
nois, and Missour!, and that is the gist and sub- 
stance of the indictment. 

“The indictment does not allege any facts 
shoving that they have any control, except so 
far as their own trade is concerned, over any 
other lumbermen in the same business, and no 
facte are alleged en which a monopoly or con- 
trol of the lumber market oan be even inferred. 
There is nothing to show that any person or 

ersons can be restrained by acts of the de- 
endants in the purchase or sale of lumber.”

WAS ONE OF GARZA’S LEADERS 
AND MEXICO WANTS HIM. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 29.—The extradi- 
tion proceedings instigated upon the demand of 
the Mexican Government in the case of Carmen 
Ybanez, one of the leaders in the Garza revolu- 
tionary movement who is wanted in Mexico for 
murder alleged to have been committed at the 
Tortillas last December, were begun here to-day 
before United States Commissioner L. F. Price, 
who willforward the testimony to the State 
Department at Washington to be acted upon by 
President Harrison. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty. He testified 
that he a member of Garza’s constitutional 
army and that he joined the forces eight ot 
nine days before Christmas, and went to attack 
the Mexican soldiers at the Tortillas ranch. 

In the fight thatensued three of the latter 
were killed. A woman named Paufila Rendon 
was also killed by a shot from one of Ybanez’s 
men.

A large number of witnesses are yet to be ex- 
amined. The defense will attempt to prove 
that Ybanez is an American citizen. The Mex- 
ican Government is represented at the prelim- 
inary trial by Dr. Plutaro Ornealas, Mexican 
Consul here,and Judge J. H. MoLeary, one of 
the ablest attorneys in Texas.

PitrssurG, June 29.—The Carnegie Steet 
Company stole the march on their Homestead 
employes by serving notice of discharge on 
every man of them. 

This was twenty-four hours earlier than they 
expected, tne scale notexpiring until to-mor 
row at midnight. 

The notice was posted at midnight, and diract- 
ed the men to call for their pay on Saturday. 
The shut-down involves 3,800 men. 

A special from Homestead, Penn., says that 
the intense feeling of the workmen at the 
Homestead Steel Works of Mr. Carnegie, which 
has been heretofore well controlled, has at last 
broken forth. To-day there were numerous hos- 
tile and exciting demonstrations on their part. 

H. ©. Frick, William McBroom, and several 
others were hanged in effigy in the mill yard on 
the electric light poles. When James Dinkey, 
chief of the electrical dapartment, climbed the 
poles to cut down the efligy of Frick, the work- 
men turned one of the hose that have been pre- 
pared as a defense of the plant upon him, and 
caused the gentleman to beat a hasty retreat 

Another figure was cut down by a Hunga- 
rian laborer upon command of the yardmaster. 
As he carried the figure through the yard he 
was met with hoots and jeers on every side. 
William McBroom, who was also hung in effigy, 
is chief of the steel works police. He has many 
friends in Homestead and among the workmen. 
The only grievance against him is his position. 
He felt very badly about the affair, and tried to 
show the men that they had treated him un- 
justly. 

A number of strange men, who it was feared 
were here to take thé places of the Amalga- 
mated men, have been compelled to leave town. 
The closing down of the thirty-two-inch mills 
was followed by the one-hundrod-and-nineteen- 


inch mill to-night. This announcement was 
made last night, putit was necessary- to run 
out the heat of the thirty-two-inch mill, which 
required twenty-four hours. Several other de- 
partments will close down to-morrow night and 
the men will be discharged. Instead of a strike 
it will be a lock-out. The situation hourly be 
comes more serious. 

A millworker said this afternoon that he was 
convinced it was a fight for principle, and from 
his estimate of the situation he was positive 
they would win. ‘If necessary,” said he, “ we 
could be reinforved by 30,000 men, but we think 
we can manage this affair ourselves. We pro- 
pose to win it, however, in some way. The as- 
sociation is strong, and we oan afford to stand 
out three years if necessary, and there would 
not be a hungry man, woman, or child among 
us. Of course there will be some men who earn 
sinall wages and have large families who will 
soon have to be helped, but we have $200,000 
for this purpose alone.” 

AtSo’clock this afternoon the seventeenth 
convention of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers adjourned sine die, and 
the organization, having approved the work done 
by ita representatives, is ready to stand or fail 
by the position now taken. The real work be- 
gins from this day on, and the doings of the 
next two weeks will tell the tale. 

To-morrow at midnight the Western iron and 
steel scales of 1891-2 will cease to bein ex- 
istence, and ail mills desiring to continue at 
work can only do so under the scale of 1892-3. 
The situation, in a nutshell, right on the eve er 
the great shut-down is threatening. The irdn 
manufacturers of this and the Mahoning and 
Shenango Valleys are yet at loggerheads with 
the association, while affairs present a serious 
aspect at Homestead. 

apy dark clouds have cast their gloomy 
forms over the iron and steel workers in years 
gone by, but it is admitted on all sides that 
never before in the history of the Amalgamated 
Association has it been confronted with such a 
state of affairs as now existe. The only silver 
lining to be discovered is found in the an- 
nouncement that an amicable settlement will 
likely be reached with the Association of Iron 
and Steel Sheet Manufacturers. 

To-morrow afternoon the Iron Wage Commit- 
tee will go to Youngstown, at which piace it 
will confer with the Mahoning and Shenango 
Valley Manufacturers’ Association. There is 
little hope ofa settlement being reached, since 
the valley employers ask foras heavy, if not 
heavier, reductions than the Pittsburg manu- 
facturers. 

One conference was held in Pittsburg last 
week, butit was decided to postpone further 
discussion until after the convention. The val- 
ley delegates in attendance at the convention 
do not believe that satisfactory terms will be 
arrived atto-morrow. The hostile expressions 
of the manufacturers in the past have eaused 
the delegates to feel chary. 

Although a strong fight was made by visitin 
delegates to have next year’s convention hel 
in Youngstown or in Cleveland, the local dele- 
gatea again scored their point, and, asin the 
past, the convention will be held in this city.

FLAGRANT ACTS , 
SON’S ALABAMA APPOINTEES. 


AN INVESTIGATION BY THE HOUSE COM- 
MITTEE ON CIVIL SERVICE REFORM— 
CHARGES MADE BY THE STATE, RE- 
PUBLICAN EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Some racy testimony 
against the Republican office holders in Alabama 
will be considered by the House Committee on 
Civil Serviee Reform at the ‘meeting which 
Chairman Andrew has called for to-morrow 
morning. 

The matter comes before the committees on 
the resolution offered Monday by Representative 
Herbert (Dem., Ala.,) for an investigation, and 
the striking feature of the charges is that they 
are signed by William J, Stevens, Chairman of 
the Republican Executive Committee of Ala- 
bama, and dated June 25, 1892. 

This State Committee represents the anti- 
office holding element in Alabama, and it is 
evident from its complaints that it is not 
ready to'wheel into the Harrison column, even 
though the President has been renominated. 
Mr. Stevens, in his letter to Representative 
Herbert, incloses a capy of the resolutions 
unanimously adopted by the Republican State 
Convention at Montgomery on April 28, 1892, 
charging most flagrant violations of the civil 
service law. 

He goes further than this, however, and de- 
elares that the United States Marshal and Re- 
ceiver of the Mobile and Girard Railroad Com- 
pany’s lands has not managed his trust in the 
interest of the Government, and that many 
thousands of dollars have been disbursed’ with- 
out vouchers or receipts being taken. 

He makes serious charges against the United 
Btates District Attorney and declares that he 
has continued cases on the promise of defend- 
ante that they would return home and use their 
influence in controlling conventions, and has 
dismissed cases in order to secure indorsements 
as & candidate for judicial honors. It is further 
declared that he has used his prestige to con- 
trol the action of juries, and, in one case, has 
ealled men from the jury room in order to 
change their votes and action before the jury. 

It is further declared that the Collector of In- 
terpal Revenue has not only violated the civil 
service law, but bas levied, collected, and bor- 
rowed large sums of money from pumerous ap- 

licants for office, said money having never 
ean rep aid. Numerous witnesses are olted to 
sustain The accusations, and affidavits are made 
to some of them, 

The charges were laid before the Civil Sarvice 
Conimiseioners, but they have not yet been able 
to take any action, and Mr. Andrew’s commit 
tee is now asked to do somethin ng to bring out 
all the facts and prevent such abuses of author- 
ity by President Harrison's officers. 

INJUSTICE TO COLORED MEN,

TO REACH A VERDICT. 


The jury in the case of Dr. John Arthur {rwin, 
charged with unlawfully dissecting the body of 
Washington Irving Bishop, the mind reader, dis- 
agreed yosterday, and was discharged. 

Atthe opening of courtin Part II., General 
Sessions, the closing arguments in the case were 
made by Lawyer Alfred Pagelow for the de- 
fense and Assistant District Attorney Weeks 
for the prosecntion. 

Eleanor Fletcher Bishop, mother of the mind 
reader, was in the court room. She brought 
with her a large crayon portrait representing 
herself in an intensely dramatio position leaning 
over the casket which contained her son’s body. 
She also had a number of photographs from 
which the crayon picture had been enlarged, 
which she distributed among the court officers 


and newspaper men for their inspection. On 
some of the photographs were written the 
words: ‘‘This is the way I found my beautiful 
boy in a strange undertaker’s shop 

he first thing Mrs. nee did’ was to place 
the orayon on a table a few feetin front of the 
jury box, ie that each juror might have an un- 
obstructed view of the work of art. An officer 
told her the court would not permit any such 
exhibition, but not until Mr. Weeks asked her 
to remove it did she do so. 

The summing up was commenced by Lawyer 
Pagelow in behalf of Dr. Irwin. The only ques 
tion at issuein the trial, he held, was whether 
the physicians had proper authority to perform 
the autopsy. The law provided that a dissec- 
tion without the authority of the Coroner or 
the consent of the deceased or nextof kin was 
unlawful; and it was for a violation of that law 
Dr. Irwin was on trial). 

Mr. Pagelow contended that Bishop had on 
several occasions expressed a wish that an 
autopsy be performed after his death. ‘It was 
sufficient to make t the autopsy legal,” said Mr. 
Pagelow, “that he had expressed a consent. 
The prosecution has not offered a particle of 
evidence to show that he never gave his con- 
sent. The only evidence ypon that point was 
presented by the defense, and we have shown 
you that he did give agsent.” 

Assistant District Attorney Weeks disputed 
the assertion that Mr, Bishop had ever given 
any consent to Dr, irwit MF gag an autop psy: 

‘*When a man dies,” said Mr. Weeks, “ he is 
not permitted by lgw to dispose of & single 
penny without the form of a written document. 
Neither bas aman any right to dispose of his 
body without the same formality.” 

During the argument of Mr. Pagelow, Mrs. 
Bishop kept up an almost continual negative 
shaking of the head, as if disputing every state- 
mont. Wher Mr. Weeks spoke, however, she 
buried her face in her hands and sobbed convul- 
sively.

LITTLE ONES MADE HAPPY. 


SUMMER FESTIVAL OF THE OLD EPIPHr 
ANY HOUSE KINDERGARTEN. 


Nearly 100 children in clean white aprons and 
with bright faces made the Olid Epiphany 
House on Stanton Street ring with merry 
voices-yesterday afternoon. It was the annual 
Summer festival of the kindergarten, the end 
of the school year. The little ones who particl- 
pated were the children of the tenements and 
of various nationalities who had been gathered 
in to receive the benefit of St. George’s Mission, 
under the care of Charles James Wills of the 
Brotherhood of 8t. Andrew. The exercises were 
witnessed by many friends of the institution 
and by relatives of the young scholars. 

Eight years ago the kindergarten in the Old 
Epiphany House was established for the in- 
struction of the waifs of the streets in that 
densely-crowded section of the city. It was, 
started by Miss Mary E. Perdue, and since then 
she has been the Principal of the school. But 
the benevolent scheme languished for aloe 
time, and at different periods was on the eve o 
abandonment, so little did the parents of the 
children in the neighborhood appreciate its ad- 
vantages. 

A year ago, however, new blood was sed 
into the management of the mission, with the 
result of a marked inorease in the attendance 
upon the kindergarten. Last year the school 
numbered barely 40. Now 100 names are on 
the roll, but many were absent yesterday 
because of the prevalence of an epidemic of 
whooping cough which is visiting that part of 
the town. 

About $2,000 is spent annually in the mati- 
tenance of the scho A nominal fee of 5 
a week is charged foreach pupil, but if 
child is too reget vn the small sum it m 
still enjoy the privileges offered. The money 
thus obtained is expended for the entertain, 
ment of the pupils by an excursion in the Sum 
mer and in festivities in the holiday season. 
There is only one absolute requisite for mem- 
bership in the classes—that each pupil shall 
attend Sunday school. 

The children are taken when they are babies 
and are kept until they are six yearsold. By 
that time they can read and write, and upon 
entering the primary department of the publi¢ 
schools are able to pass the lowest class ant 
take a place in the next above.

On the surface, Mr. SLOAT FasseEtv?’s criti- 
cism of the policy of the President with 
reference to the organization of the Repub- 
lican National Committee is plausible 
enough. He says thatin insisting on the 
retirement of Mr. OLARKSON the President 
has publicly recognized the existence of 
two factions in the Republican Party—the 
Harrison and the anti-Harrison factions 
—and that this will make a bad impression 
upon public opinion. That isentirely true, 
but, then, what if these factions do exist? 
Does not that compel Mr. HARRISON to rec- 
ognize the fact, and to guard himself, so 
far as he can, from the untoward conse- 
quences? It must make a bad impression, 
necessarily, but the practical evil of such 
an impression is that it will deter the 
voters who like simply to be on the 
winning side from thinking that the 
Republicans are going to win. On the 
other hand, if the Republican machine is 
manned by those who have openly declared 
that with Mr. Harrison for a candidate 
their party could not win, it would seem 
that the deterrent and discouraging eftect 
would be even greater. Mr. HaRRISON’s 
situation is not an agreeable or easy one. 
Whatever he does heis exposed to great 
risks, but certainly those risks are not 
dessened by shutting his eyes to the im- 
placable animosity of his foes within the 
party. 

















In explaining the reasons why Secretary 
Tracy was not willing to take the State 
Department, a Washington paper declares 
that it would have been a most natural 
thoice for Mr. HaRRiIsoN, because in all 
matters pertaining to the serious side of 
our foreign relations Mr. Tracy has been 
the trusted and intimate adviser of the 
President. If that be the case, Mr. Har- 
RISON has had an able and patriotic ad- 
viser, but it is open to question whether 
Mr. Tracy can be wholly flattered by be- 
ing made toso great a degree responsible 
for some things in the foreign policy of the 
Government. He has shown in his own 
department a disposition to hold subordi- 
nates toa very strict discipline. That is 
not the conspicuous characteristic of the 
State Department under Mr. Harrison. 
We venture to doubt whether Mr. Tracy 
would have given quite so freea hand to 
Mr. EGAN in Chile, or would not have per- 
ceived before now the danger of doing so, 
and we feel quite sure that he would have 
been far more prompt and searching than 
Mr. Harrison has been in finding out the 
truth as to the very definite charges of im- 
proper use for private advantage of the offi- 
cial infiuence of our Minister at Santiago. 
Mr. Tracy is very lenient toward an officer 
who rather exceeds the requirements in 
asserting American rights; he would have

But there is not the least likelihood that 
the third party could carry any Southern 
State with the Force billissuein the cam- 
paign. Of course, it would not matter 
whether ‘the third party secured Repub- 
lican States or Democratic States, provided 
it could prevent either of the regular party 
candidates from receiving a majority of 
Electoral votes. That alone would throw 
the election into the House, but the House 
could vote for no candidate who had not 
received the Electoral yotes of some of the 
States. Its choice would be limited to the 
three candidates having the highest num- 
ber of Electoral votes, and there would be 
no chance for a compromise except for the 
Democratic House to cast aside its own 
party candidate for that of the third party, 
who may have received less than one-tenth 
of the Electoral votes. What chance there 
would be for such a result as that may be 
safely left to the calculation of third party

The name of Dwicut is famous in the 


annals of Yale, but no incident in connec- 
tion with it is more memorable than the 
announcement yesterday by President 
Dwiaut of the death of his kinsman, Prof. 
DWIGHT, to whose services and accomplish- 
ments his Alma Mater had just paid the 
somewhat tardy tribuie of an honorary de- 
gree. It is safe to say of the late Prof. 
Dwicut that in his generation no man 
equaled him as a teacher of law.. His pres- 
ence as a professor in the Law School of 
Columbia, for a period of thirty-three years, 
and the methods of instruction he intro- 
duced, gave great distinction to the insti- 
tution with which he was thus connected. 
The testimonials that have been offered to 
him by his old pupils, now successful prac- 
titioners, were such as it falls to few men 
to receive, and perhaps to fewer to deserve; 
but there is no dispute that Prof. Dwiaut 
deserved them all.

The time is now at hand when the seal 
herd that annually visits the Pribilof Isl- 
ands is accustomed to enter Bering Sea, 
and the Victoria fleet will accordingly 
have to decide whether to follow the ani- 
mals or remain outside. All the indica- 
tions are that they will take the latter 
course, and, in fact, the news is that the 
owners have instructed the masters not to 
attempt breaking the law. The great 
point of difference between this year and 
last isthat then a warning was required 
before seizure, and hence vessels that man- 
aged to escape notification by the Govern- 
ment cruisers at Sand Point could slip into 
Bering Sea and take seals until overhauled 
and ordered out; whereas now they will be 
seized and punished if found there, whether 
previously warned or not. This, also, it 
appears, is the English regulation as well 
as ours. It would accordingly be the height 
of folly for the sealing vessels to risk capt- 
ure and confiscation on the mere chance of 
taking a few more seals, especially since 
they wouldalso risk the indemnity they are 
otherwise sure to receive for staying out of 
the sea, either from our Government or the 
British. Meanwhile the news indicates 
that three American sealers have been: 
seized by the Mohican for illegal sealing 
This is rather an unexpected develepment 
of the situation, due, possibly, to the fact 
that the Americans have had no indemnity 
provided for them under the modus vivendi, 


NOT A PROPER APPOINTMENT. 

Mr, JoHN W. Foster has been pretty 
constantly in the Diplomatic Service of the 
Government for twenty years. Mr. Fos- 

TER can scarcely be called a diplomat in 
the Old-World sense of the word. Diplo- 
macy is not a calling in the United 
States. But he has had a longer and 
more varied experience of our foreign af- 
fairs than any other citizen of this non- 
diplomatic Republic. Like CaLeB CusH- 
ING in President GRANT’s time, he has come 
to be a confidential adviser of the State 
Department and of the President. 

On the ground of acquaintance with the 
work he will have to do, the President’s 
appointment of Mr. Foster to be Secretary 
of State is to be commended, Heis, more- 
over, conservative and “ safe”; his Secre- 
taryship will be distinctly not “ brilliant” 
and not sensational, 

We should be very glad to give our unre- 
served commendation to this appointment, 
but there are circumstances to be noted in 
Mr. Foster’s career that in our judgment 
make it an appointment not proper to be 
made. These circumstances, we hasten to 
say, were not discreditable to Mr. FosTer. 
They simply removed him from the list of 
possible candidates for the place from 
which the President was at liberty to se- 
lect. 

President Harrison ought not taghave 
appointed as Secretary of State a gentle- 
man who has been retained and employed 
and paid as the private counsel of a foreign 
Government to prosecute damage claims 
against this country. If we are in error in 
supposing that Mr. Fosrer has been so em- 
ployed by the Chinese Government we shall 
be glad to make the necessary correction. 

Mr. Foster’s relations with the Mexican 
Legation in Washirgton have been ex- 
tremely cordial and intimate for some 
years. It may be thought that this marked 
intimacy carries with it some shade of dis- 
qualification for a post the duties of which 
may at any moment require him to assume 
anew and very different attitude toward 
the representative of Mexico. The Secre- 
tary of State of the United States should 
be quite free from entangling alliances.

to be cabled entire from Madrid and 
publishing it to the world in advance 
of its submission to the Senate, Public 
discussion put an end to it and it was with- 
drawn. We believe Mr. Fostrer returned 
to Spain shortly afterward to negotiate 
another treaty. He failed and was recalled. 
We havé never fully understood the rea- 
sons for his recall. In taking up the 
question of Mr. Foster’s equipment and 
fitness for the Secretaryship the President 
should have looked into that matter. 

In the course of Mr, Fostsr’s private 
practice as an international lawyer he was 
entirely free to seek clients and cases and 
earn fees. If in the relation of client and 
counsel or otherwise as a confidential ad- 
wiser he took on disabilities for the office to 
which he has been, as it seems to us, rather 
heedlessly appointed, that fact was notin 
any way discreditable to him. But the 
President’s ignorance of his disabilities is 
inexcusable, One Secretary of State has 
just “thrown up his job” with about as 
much form and ceremony as a bricklayer 
might exhibit in a similar proceeding. An- 
other Secretary of State succeeds to the 
portfolio the news of whose appointment 
will be received with a shrug and a smile 
in more than one Foreign Office. There are 
stilla few Americans, not all of them living 
east of the State of Indiana, who are capa- 
ble of shame and mortification when our 
State Department is made the laughing 
stock of foreigners.

THE BEEF COMBINE IN POLITICS, 

It was on March 18 that the Philadelphia 
Press, a leading organ of McKinleyism and 
the Republican Party, published the fol- 
lowing: 

“ WASHINGTON, March 17.—* It is very likely,’ 
said Attorney General MILLER, talking to a 
gentleman who had asked him if it were true 
that the Department of Justice was so hot after 
the Chicago Beef Combine that the managers 
had found it necessary to burn their books, 
‘ Wo are endeavoring to execute the Anti-Trust 
law, and wherever a concern is found which 
offers a fair field fer investigation it is pursued 
to the best of our ability.’ ” 

It had been announced that the depart- 
ment was collecting evidence in Chicago 
for use against the ‘Beef Combine.” 
Another leading organ of the Republican 
Party, the Chicago Inter Ocean, had given 
notice that it was ‘probable that some of 
the big Trusts, like the Standard Oil and 
Dressed Beef Trusts,” would “find them- 
selves presented to the Grand Jury for vio- 
lation of the Anti-Trust act.” 

It is true that agents of the department 
made inquiries about the “‘ Beef Combine,” 
but it does not appear that the “‘ Big Four” 
were seriously annoyed by these proceed- 
ings. No indictments were found and 
there has been mo prosecution. Even if 
the representatives of the department had 
drawn indictments, these would have 
caused no anxiety on the part of the so- 
called *‘Oombine,” for it has been clearly 
established, as we have recently shown, 
that the department’s indictments under 
the Anti-Trust law are harmless papers, so 
defective and ridiculously bad that the 
courts reject them with contempt. 

These loudly~ heralded ‘“ proceedings” 
against the ‘*Beef Combine” came to noth- 
ing, and now the lawyer and politician who 
has represented for years in the courts and 
elsewhere the foremost company of the 
“Big Four” has been elected Chairman of 
the Republican National Committee at the 
request of President HARRISON and un- 
doubtedly with the warm approval of the 
President’s intimate friend, Attorney Gen- 
eral Mitter. In the Senate on Monday 
Mr. Vest made the following remarks about 
him: 

“I know CAMPBELL, the new Chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, and it isa 
providential dispensation (as the preachers 
say) that he has been put there. Ho is the 
feed attorney, and nothing else, of P. D. AR- 
mouR. He haunted my committee (the Com- 
mittee on Beef Products) from one end of the 
country to the other, representing ARMOUR and 
his beef monopoly in Ohicago. He is the man 
who advised ARMouR to defy the Senate of the 
United States and refuse to obey its subpenas. 
This man is nothing but a tool of monopoly. 
He was the ablest and most pliant instrumen- 
tality in the hands of ARMOUR and his company 
in order to rob the people, and especially the 
cattle raisers of the West. 

“Of course he is at the head of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. He is the sort of 
man to do the work. Why should he not be 
there? ARMOUR’sS money and his talent and 
monopoly against the American people and the 
consumers of the country. We accept the is- 
sue.” 

The selection of CAMPBELL will recall to 
many the attempt of the McKinley Ways 
and Means Committee to impose a tariff 
duty on hides. “The proposed increase,” 
said the Philadelphia Press in March, 1890, 
“is the child of the Big Four in Chicago— 
the dressed-beef syndicate.” Mr. BAYNE 
of Pennsylvania, a Republican member of 
the committee who opposed the duty, pub- 
lished his opinion in the Press as follows: 

“Asa matter of fact the business of hides is 
largely in the hands of such menas PHIL AR- 
MOUR, Who can consign to a tannery a hundred 
or several hundred hides at once, and itis they 
who will be benefited by this duty rather than 
the farmer who has only one or two hides to sell 
at a time.” » 

And the New-York TZribune two days 
earlier spoke of the proposed duty as one— 


“which would apparently help nobody so 
much as the rich combination of beef packers 


at the West.” 


For reasons already suggested, this “rich 
combination of beef packers” probably 
feels g@teful to Mr. HARRISON and his At- 
torney General. The members of it may 
feel inclined to contribute liberally to the 
campaign fund which is to be used under 
the supervision of their friend CAMPBELL. 
But they would like favors in return. We 
have strong Republican testimony that a 
duty on hides would enable them, to in- 
erease the large profits which they 
have procured by squeezing the ranch- 
man at one end of their business and 
the consumer .of beef at the other. 
If'-Mr. Harrison and a Republican ma- 
jority in the House should be elected at 
the close of a campaign conducted by their 
friend CAMPBELL and supported in part by 
their liberal contributions, would not the 
members of this “rich combination” see 
many reasons for the imposition of a duty 
on hides, and would not these reasons com- 
mend themselves to their beneficiaries ?

4 FRIENDLY OAUTION. 

We take the liberty of remarking to our 
Republican friends that this is a year when 
absolute and unadulterated claptrap will 
not be of any avail in campaign speeches, 
We beg ission to address this remark 
in the first instance to Senator Hae of 
Maine, not because he is more in need of it 
than some others, but because he has, with 
his natural courage and vigor, rushed into 
the fray ahead of all the others, and there- 
fore he gives the first occasion to tender 
this entirely benevolent and really valua- 
ble advice. ‘‘It is well,” says the old prov- 
erb, “to take the bull by the horns,’ but, 
asa French version of the proverb adds: 
‘It is well to remember that the horns be- 
long to the bull.” When Mr. Hatz, 
catching at the phrase in the Democratic 
platform of a “tariff for reyenue only,” 
proceeds to declare that this leaves only 
the narrow margin of the Federal revenue 
between the Democratic policy and free 
trade, and imagines that in saying that he 
is going toscare the American people, he for- 
gets several things. He forgets in the first 
place that the American people know very 
well that the Federal revenue is not a 
“narrow” margin at all. Why should they 
not? They pay it. It comes out of 
their pockets. Has Mr. Hate ever 
heard of the Billion Congress? Does he 
know that a billion taken from the people’s 
earnings in two years means $500,000,000 
annually? Does he suppose that the aver- 
age American regards that sum given to 
the taxgatherer every year as a small one? 
Is he ignorant of the fact that for every 
dollar of customs duties paid into the 
Treasury there are other dollars, sometimes 
many of them, paid into the pockets of the 
favorites of the tariff? Andif heisignorant 
of these facts, does he think that the Amer- 
ican voters are equally so? 

Another thing that he forgets is that 
this doctrine, avowed in all sincerity by 
the Democratic Party, is not anew one. It 
is as old as HENRY Clay, as old as ALEX- 
ANDER HAMILTON. These great apostles 
of the American system never thought of 
levying taxes, as the modern Republicans 
did for years, beyond the necessities of the 
Government, economically administered, 
and if either of them were now alive and 
should produce a tariff scheme in accord- 
ance with the extremest ideas that they 
ever advocated, they would be denounced 
by Mr. Hate and his fellow-Republican 
Senators as ‘‘free traders.” If a handicap 
of half a billion of dollarsa year on foreign 
competitors had been suggested to them as 
too little protection for American man- 
ufacturers, it would have made their 
blood boil, They would have de- 
nounced as weaklings and cowards the 
men who, with so tremendous an ad- 
vantage, were afraid to face the world in 
the contest for their own markets. They 
would have refused with scofn to give the 
name of Americans to such lily-livered 
traders. And if we come down to our own 
times, we may remind Mr. Hae that with- 
in the last dozen years the American people 
have become very familiar with the idea 
of tariff for revenue only. They have been 
forced to become familiar with it, because 
within that time both parties have brought 
it to their attention. The Democrats have 
time and again announced it as a sound 
constitutional principle—which itis—while 
the Republicans have compelled the coun- 
try to consider it by the oppressive and 
corrupt fashion in which they have fol- 
lowed the opposite doctrine. So that to- 
day, as between a tariff levied only to 
produce the necessary revenue for the 
Government and a tariff levied for the rev- 
enue only of the wealthy favorites of the 
Republican managers, the people are ina 
position to make an intelligent choice. 

And this brings us to another fact that 
Senator HALE ignores, namely, that the 
people are now not only prepared but de- 
termined to find out for what “ protective” 
taxes are exacted from them if not for 
Government expenditure. They will no 
longer accept the bare assertion of the cam- 
paign orator that they are to keep up high 
wages in the United States. They have 
learned if the protected employer is en- 
abled, by the exclusion of foreign competi- 
tion, to make larger profits, and, if he 
chooses, to pay higher wages, that he does 
not do it. They have seen high taxes 
followed by lower wages, and they are 
asking who gains by this very compli- 
cated and tortuous method of keep- 
ing up wages. They have learned, too, 
that the taxes imposed to increase the 
wages of American workngmen are paid 
by the workingmen, and that these 
taxes rest far more heavily on this class 
than on any others, and they are asking 
whether, on the whole, the process is 
worth continuing. These are considera- 
tions that Mr. HaLe and his fellow-speak- 
ers on the protectionist side would do well 
to reflect upon before they go any further 
inthe campaign. If they fail to do so, if 
they insist on barking at the same old hole 
long after the game has deserted it, they 
will have their labor for their pains. 


BISMARCK AND THE KAISER. 

When a man attains such proportions as 
Bismarck has attained in the history of 
the latter half of this century, his fame is 
more than a national possession—it is a 
part of civilization and the property of all 
mankind. Whoever tries to belittle it 
without good cause and adequate evidence 
is rightly looked upon as advocatus diaboli, 
and, in a manner, as an enemy of the 
human race. 

This part of devil’s advocate has been 
assumed, in respect to his own fame, by 
Prince BisMaRcK himself. He has attacked 
his own reputation with a force that no- 
body else could possibly have commanded. 
He is, in spite of everybody, including him- 
self, the creator of German unity and the 
founder of the German Empire—the ‘‘ mag- 
nanimous and fortunate Herr voNn Bis- 
MARCK” of CARLYLE’s panegyric. Nobody, 
not even himself, can take that honor from 
him, and he himself is the only person who 
can make it appear that the author of these 


And would it not be possible for Mr. Har-! deeds is capable of degenerating into » 
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ither t satisfaction of his 
grudges or to interfere with the play of his 
essentially German variety of humor, But 
as he said in Vienna the other day that he 
belonged to past period in the history of 
Germany, it might have been expected 
that, in his old age and his retirement, he 
would take thought of his dignity, now 
that his past is the whole of his career to 
him, and that his personal grudges are no 
longer capable of being dignified under the 
name of national sentiments or even of po- 
litical opinions. 

This is precisely the humiliating point 
in his recent behavior. The _ Prince’s 
domineering temper is well enough 
known. There is not a representative 
tive Liberal in Germany who has not suf- 
fered from his rudeness, But when these 
qualities were exercised in the service of 
the State andin the enforcement of a pol- 
icy which it was believed that he believed 
to be necessary to the safety of the State, 
they took on avery different aspect from 
that which they assume when they are ex- 
hibited in the satisfaction of his personal 
grudges—an aspect, in comparisen, of 
high respectability. However overbear- 
ing and relentless his treatment of his 
enemies may have been, it wasalways open 
to his admirers, when BisMarRcK was in 
power, to say that to him his enemies were 
the enemies of his country. His admirers 
comprised all Germans, and they were 
always able to say that BIsMARCK was a 
good German. What can they say now, when 
it appears that, for the sake of wreaking 
grudges which it is far more unbecoming 
to entertain at his age than in middle life, 
he is willing to imperil the international 
relations of Germany and to weaken his 
country in order to spite its Emperor ? 

This is a very sad showing, but there is 
no doubt that it has been made. When the 
diary of the late Emperor FREDERICK was 
published, Bismarck, then still at the 
height of his power, did everything he 
could to take vengeance for the indiscre- 
tion upon the unfortunate professor who 
was suspected of being the intermediary be- 
tween the possessor of the manuscript and 
its publisher. He invoked a law, which 
was then publicly known for the first time, 
that denounced penalties against the re- 
vealer of State secrets. And the offense 
which he charged upon the hapless professor 
who had supposed himself to be doing a 
service to his country as well as to his em- 
ployer has unquestionably been committed 
by Prince BrisMARCK himself. He has been 
blabbing State secrets that he acquired in 
an official and a confidential capacity; and 
he has been doing this with no pretense at 
all of serving his country, but only and al- 
most avowedly with the intention of re-- 
venging himself upon the master who had 
dispensed with his services, although in in- 
juring the Kaiser he could not help injuring 
Germany. There is only one way of char- 
acterizing such conduct, whethor it is per- 
formed by a Reichskanzler or by a valet. 
It is simply despicable. 

It is true that the German Government, 
as represented by its official organ, does 
not seem to possess much more sense of 
what is becoming than has-been shown by 
the dismissed Chancellor. To talk about 
prosecuting a man like Bismarck for the 
indiscretions of a spiteful and garrulous 
old age is as great a departure from dignity 
as that of which he himself has been 
guilty. But, then, nobody expects of a hot- 
headed and unbalanced young man the 
self-control that we have a right to 
require of the man who in his day 
rose, by sheer force of ability and 
service, to be the master of Europe and the 
arbiter of its destinies. For the credit of 
Germany it is to be hoped that the threats 
made by the angry Kaiser may not be ful- 
filled. The fame of BISMARCK is a national 
possession which he himself cannot be pre- 
vented from assailing, but which no other 
German should assist him to assail.

TAIN A DECLARATION FROM HIM— | 
POSSIBLY A CASE FOR DISCIPLINE— — 
RESULTS OF THE CAUCUS, 


Washington, June 29.—Senator Morgan of — 
Alabama says that he is a Democrat and that 
he proposes to suppor§ the candidacy of Mr. 
Cleveland. He is not prepared to say, however, 
that he will swallow the Democratic platform, 
or, at least, that portion ef it relating to silver. 
On the contrary, he asserts that he will not ro- 
linguish his efforts to seoure the passage of a 
free-colnage measure. His position was mado 
known to the Democratic Senators assembled in 
caueus to-day. 

When the Senator from Alabama read in Tux 
TIMES this morning that he was to be asked by 
his colleagues in the Senate whether he was to 
be classed as a Democrat, an assistant Repub- 
lican, or an out-and-out Republican in the com- 
ing campaign, he felt very much hurt. Appar- 
ently he did not appreciate the fact that his 
actions since the nomination of Mr. Cleveland 
have been such as to give rise to the suspicion 
that he would be pleased to see Cleveland 
beaten out of sight in the election. 

When he entered the Democratic cloakroom 
later in the day, he found a number of Senators 
listening to the reading of the article in Tue 
Times. This brought from him a few remarks 
which showed that he resented the disposition 
to ascertain whether he proposed to yield to the 
majority of his party and give his allegiance to 
the candidate and the platform. 

There was a caucus of the Democratic Sen- 
ators before the Senate began itssession. Twen- 
ty-two were present. Although the object of 
the gathering was professedly to diseuss the 


business to be pursued for the remainder of tha 
session, it was really to get an expression from 
Mr. Morgan regarding the position he proposed 
to oneupy in the camp 

No one knew this better than Mr. Morgan 
himself. Heeame prepared to take the bul! by 
the horns. Before the subject could be brought 
up by any of his associates, he introduced it, 

e referred to Tux TrMxEs’s story, and said that 
itcalled for an expression from him, Then he 
went op to say that his Democracy was above 
reproach, and that he would support the candi- 
date of the Democracy for the Presidency. He 
could not, however, depart from his attitude on 
the silyer question. He felt that it was hig 
duty to continue his efforts to put through a 
free-coinage measure. 

This brought on @ spirited discussion, in 
which the point was made that all good Demo- 
crats should abide by the result of the Chicago 
Convention. Several Senators declared that the 
interests of the party would be seriously in- 
jured if any more prominence was given to the 
silver question by Democratic Senators, The re- 
marks did not apparently have any effect upon 
the Alabama Senator. 

The discussion turned to the Foree bill, and 
the opinion seemed to be that it should be made 
an important issue in the campaign. The tartif 
and the Foroe bill, many Democratic Senators 
believe, will be kept side by side in the fight. 

The question of the order of business for the 
balance of the session was taken up by the cau- 
ous, and the nope Was expressed that an ad- 
journment might be brought about by July 20, 
A committee was appointed to confer with the 
Republican caucus committee concerning the 
measures which are to be considered before ad- 
journment. There will be another meeting of 
the Senators soon, and the opinion is that if 
Senator Morgan does not show a disposition to 
bow to the Democratic mandate, he will he dis- 
ciplined. The fate of the Silver bill is to he de- 
termined Friday, and it is possible that Mr. 
Morgan will be willing to abide by the results 
in case it is disastrous to the free-coinage eause. 
Late this afternoon the Silver bill, which has 
been the regular orde” for several weeks, was 
taken up, and after short remarks by Senators 
Morgan and Stewart, (Rep., Nev.,) the motion 
of the latter that a vote be taken upon it Fri- 
day at 2 o'clock was accepted. 

The silver men seem to be confident to-night 
that the Silver bill will pass the Senate. Some 
of them declare that the majority will range 
from 4 to 7. Senator Faulkner (Dem., West Va.,) 
is credited with the opinion that the majority 
for the bill will be not leas than 4 

His estimate does not include either of the 
Maryland Senators. It is believed by many 
that both these gentlemen will vote for the bill. 
Hillis counted among the supperters of the 
measure. It is reported that he haa told Repre- 
sentative Dungan of Ohio that he will vote with 
the silver men. Having been dropped into the 
tureen at Chicago, David is not so anxious to 
dodge the silver question as he was s month 
ago. 

Feeling certain that the Stewart bill will pasa 
the Senate, the silver men are beginning to 
speculate concerning its ehances in the House.

THE WISCONSIN GERRYMANDER, 


SPECIAL SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE 
TO MAKE A ‘NEW APPORTIONMENT. 


MADISON, Wis., June 29.—The Wisconsin Leg- 
islature is in session under a special eallof the 
Governor for the purpose of reapportioning the 
State into Senate and Assembly districts. For 
thirty years the Legislature has been Republic- 
an, and up to 1890 there seemed no probability 
of ita political complexion changing. Rut a 
landslide, due to many causes, principally the 
raising of the English compulsory education is- 
sue, conspired to accomplish the utter defeat of 
the Republicans and left them only with a Cor- 
poral’s guard in either house of the Legislature. 

This was to them peculiarly unfortunate, the 
Legislature of 1891 following the United States 
census of 1890, and thus being empowered to 


resnpestiee the State. The Democrats passed 
a bill which redistrictea the State in sucha 
manner as to ee them an overwhelming ma- 
jority in both houses. The Republicans, headed 
by ex-United States Senator John C. Spooner, 
seeing their prestige disappear in this manner, 
appealed to the Supreme Court to declare the 
apportioning act void. 

The Wisconsin Constitution contains a clause 
requiring the diatricts to be of convenient, con- 
tiguous territory, in as compact a form as prac- 
ticable, and possessing as nearly equal popula- 
tion as practicable. © Assembly districts are 
to be made without breaking county, town, 
ward, or precinct lines, and the Senate districts 
are to be made by combining Assembly districts. 

The court held that the Democrats had vio- 
lated this provision, and hence that the reap- 
pe tyme | act was unconstitutional. The State

GERMANY EXCITED OVER THE 
SUDDEN OUTBREAK. 


BELIEF THAT THE GOVERNMENT MBANS 
TO PROSECUTE THE FORMBR CHAN- 
CELLOR—EXPRESSIONS OF REGRET— 
WORDS THAT CAUSED THE TROUBLE, 


BERLIN, June 29.—The action of the Govern- 
ment in abandoning its attitude of reserve 
toward Prince Bismarck, as evidenced by the 
threats made in the official North German Ga- 
getie, has caused a most decided sensation 
throughout the empire, and further develop- 
ments are awaited with almost breathless in- 
terest. 

Newspapers of all shades, excepting Con- 
gervative journals and Bismarok’s own organs, 
disouss the article. Bismarck’s organs main- 
tain complete silence on the subject. The Ham- 
burger Nachrichten has not evan reproduced 
the North German Gazette’s article, and is sup- 
posed to be awaiting instructions from Prince 
Bismarck. 

The National Zeitung says it trusts the dis- 
pute willsoonbeended. It assumes that Prince 
Bismarck’s attitude is influenced by resent- 
ment at the Emperor of Austria refusing him 
an audience when he was in Vienna to attend 
Count Herbert Bismarck’s wedding. The Na- 
tional Zeitung appeals to Prince Bismaron’s 
patriotism to end what it terms a regrottable 
political spectacle. 

The Vossische Zeitung, commenting upoa the 
article in the official North German Gazeite upon 
the attitude of Prince Bismarek and the threat 
contained therein to publish certain documents 
to show that Prince Bismarck once strong]y 
supported projects he now condemns, says the 
article shows it is possible for all ruth to be put 
aside and the crushing of Prince Bismarck to be 
undertaken. 

The Vossische Zeitung turther says: 


* A single false step on the part of the Goy-» 
ernment in the contest now openly embarked 
upon may lead toa tragedy. No matter what 
the egpnton about Bismarck may be, it will not 
be a Bismarck tragedy. We merely hope the 
Government will not execute its threat to fake. 
action against the creator of German unity,”

Out-and-out Bismarck- 
fans may take the part of the Prince against 
the Government, but it is impossible to believe 
that the prouunciamento of this eivilian Wal- 
lensteia will be crowned with success.” 

The Boersen-Courier alone defends Prince 
Bismarck. It says: 


“Prince Bismarck never intended to work ill 
to the Fatherland. The struggle was not begun 
by Prince Bismarck, but was forced upon him. 
Since he left office he has been the victim of 
siander and misrepresentation, against which 
he has only defended himself,” 


The Catholic organ Germania says: 


“The North German Gazctie’s article shows 
the pain felt by the Governmentin having to 
adopt an inimical attitude toward the creator 
of-German unity, but they can console them- 
selves over the fact that for two years they 
have displayed unexampiled patience and long 
suifering.”’ 


The language of Prince Bismarck, which has 
apparently waked the Government up to a de- 
termination to prosecute him, appears in an 
interview published in the West Deutsche Alige- 
meine Zeitung; the Prince’s new organin Co- 
logne. 

The passages in this interview that are espe- 
elally offensive to Emperor William charge him, 
after the failure of his visit to the Ovzar at 
Narva, with assenting to Chanceller von Ca- 
privi’s greatest error, a precipitate breaking of 
every link that bound Germany and Russia. Ao- 
cording to Prince Bismarck the Emperor thought 
his personal amiability would win the Russians. 
Intermediaries, possibly appointed for the pur- 
pose, brought to the ears of the Emperor, even 
before he left &8t. Petersburg, remarks that had 
been made by members of the Czar’s oircie 
which left ne doubt of the political failure of 
his visit. Under these circumstances the Em- 
peror’s immediate journey to England, fol- 
lowea by the East African treaties, assumed the 
aspect of a demonstration against Russia. 
These incidents were succeeded by a policy of 
friendliness toward the Poles, which was still 
more galling to the Czar. 

No graver change in German policy could 
have been adopted. 

It showed to Russia on the political horizon a 
Poligh legion-in the event of war, with, in the 
event of Kuasian dofcat, anew Kingdom of Po- 
Isnd. This naturally resulted in the visit of the 
French fieet to Cronstadt. The appointment of 
a Polish Bishop at Posen was also a mistake in 
the internal and external poliey. 

In the course of the interview Prince Bis- 
marek further said: 


* When I read Gen.-von Caprivi’s firstapeeches 
as Chaucellor, [saw that I had been entirely 
deceived in my estimate of him, a thing that 
acidom happened to me. I always liked him 
until then. I thought him firm and sincere and 
generaily reticent, Inever recommended Gen. 
yon Caprivi to the position of Chancellor. I 
Lad once spoken to the Emperor about him as 
suitabie for the position of Prussian Prime 
Minister at some future period. This was long 
before the Emperor demanded point blank that 
I atk to be relieved from office, which I refused 
to do, offering a passive resistance to the de- 
mand. The kbmperor had been in secret nego-. 
tiations with Gen. von Caprivi, meanwhile 
keeping me away from Berlin under the pre- 
text of sparing my health, but really in order 
to keep me from actual contact with the polit- 
ical situation.”

A MOTION FOR A FISCAL UNION BY 
PREFERENTIAL DUTIES VOTED DOWN. 


Lonpon, June 29.—The Gongress of the 
British Chambers of Commerce to-day resumed 
its debate on the resolution offered by Mr. 
Medley, declaring thata fiscal union between 
Great Britain and her colonies by preferential 
duties, being based upon protection, would be 
politically dangerous and commercialiy disas- 
trous, and thatthe arrangement that would best 
condnce to an intimate commercial union 
would be for the self-governing colonies to 
adopt as closely as circumstances would permit 
the non-protective policy of Great Britain. 

Mr. William McMillen, late Colonial Treas- 
urer of New Seuth Wales, representing the By’a- 
ney Chamber of Commerce, held that free trade 
wasa dominant factor in the prosperity of 
Great Britain. A rigid commercial union of the 
colonies, he said, was totally out of the region 
ef practical politics, England did not dare to 
give up her free trade. The moment she aban- 
doned it her commercial empire would be gone. 
It would matter little whether the colonies 
went also. 

Mr. J. William Tonks, President of the Bir- 


‘mingham Chamber of Commerce, said that cer- 


tain menrbers of the Congress had become 80 
thoroughly attached te the fossil doctrinés of 
1841 that er were perfectly impervious to ar- 
gument.

THE DISTURBING FORCE AMONG 
IOWA REPUBLICANS. 


A LIVELY FIGHT OVER LOCAL. OPTION 
IN THE CONVENTION—BY A PARLIA- 
MENTARY ERROR NO PLATFORM 
WAS REALLY ADOPTED. 


Des Moines, Iowa, Juve 29.—The Republican 
State Convention to-day started off like a 
funeral procession and ended like a ‘‘ wake,” 
after a dull and stupid morning session and an 
uninteresting afternoon séssion. Just before ad- 
journment the convention broke out in a tumult 
uous fight on the prohibition question, which 
makes other simflar gatherings in recent years 
seem calm and peaceful in comparison. 

For several years past the anti-prohibition 
sentiment in the party has been growing in 
strength and courage, until to-day it no longer 
stands on the defensive, but in the convention 
this afternoon actually took the initiative and 
forced the fighting. It won a partial victory in 
the Committee on Resolutions by securing a 
platform upon this issue, but not satisfied with 
that, it tooka minority report into the open 
convention, declaring for local option witha 
minimum tax of a thousand dollars, and made a 
fight forit upon the fioor. This exhibition of 
boldness fairly took the breath away from the 
Prohibitionists, but the latter recovered their 
second wind, turned in, and by the aid of the 
Chairman, who was favorable to them, and the 
Reed rules which the convention had adopted, 
routed the supporters of the minority report, 
and the majority report on the platform was de- 
clared adopted. 

If a strict parliamentary construction is 


placed upon the convention's acts, it adjourned 
without adopting any platform. The minority 
report had been offered as an amendment to the 
majority, and for this a substitute had been 
offered, when a delegate made a motion to lay 
the amendment and substitute jupon the table. 
The Chair was warned that the a opion of the 
motion would carry the entire platform with 
the amendment, but he put the question. and, 
from a parliamentary standpoint, the whole 
platform is nailed to the convention table and 
was never adopted. ‘ 

Delegate French of Scott County presented 
the minority report. In doing so he said that 
he presumed that he had been selected because 
Scott County Republicans had beco acous- 
tomed to being trampled upon and dragged 
through the mire b. 6 Prohibitionists, Dut, 
he said, he thought the time was near at hand 
when these indignities would cease to be heaped 
upon him and his fellow-Republicans in the 
Second District, as it was clear to be seen that 
@greatchange was sweeping over the State. 
He proceeded briefly to describe the eifects of 
the prohibitory policy upon the party in the 
State, but was heard rather unwillingly, al- 
though allowed to finish. 

He was followed by Delegate Brooks of Fre- 
mont County, who offered a substitute for the 
amendment, reciting that the party reaffirms its 
past position on prohibition and will take no 
backward step on thatissue, Mr. Brooks spoke 
rather loudly and was rather bitter in his allu- 
sions to what he called “the whisky element of 
the party,” as represented from the counties 
along the river, but ended with a proposition to 
Delegate French to withdraw both the amend- 
ment and the substitute, 

This Mr. French refused to do, saying very 
ompnercally that he represented an *' element 
which had the courage of its convictions and 
did not propose to lower its flag.”’ 

In the parliamentary wrangle thatensued the 

Jhair refused to grant the request for aroll 
call, holding that it required the demand of one- 
fifth of the convention to make aroll call man- 
datory, and “)9 motion to table was rushed 
through and doclared carried amid great excite- 
ment and commotion. 

A further sop was thrown the antis by the 
selection of A. B. Cummins of this city as an 
Elector at large. He was elected on the first 
ballot, receiving over 800 out of 1,095 votes. A 
fierce ight was aiso made against Milton Rem- 
ley for the other Elector, the objection to him 
being that he had tried to enforde the prohib- 
itory law at loewa Oity. Two roll calls were 
necessary to determine the result, but he finally 
pulled through by a small majority. 

The other interesting feature of the conven- 
tion was the very — atic way in which Spen- 
cer Smith, Railroad Commissioner, was defeat- 
ed. Mr. Smith has served upon the commission 
six years, and has been very active and some- 
times very unreasonable in his rulings. Last 
year Frank Campbell, who had always acted 
with him, was defeated, and the result of that 
election opened the eyes of the politicians to 
the fact that the people eof lowa are satisfied 
with areasonable enforcement of the present 
rigid law controlling railway corporations and 
did not expect the Commissioners to become 
emissaries tor the persecution of this im- 
portant intebest. They feared the result again 
this year if Smith were renominated and 
this feeling, reinforced by the well-known and 
active opposition of the railway employes’ 
clubs of the State, caused them to look about for 
anewman. They finally contred upon Senator 
George W. Perkins of Fremont gee and his 
victory was overwhelming, He received overt 
700 votes, with 365 for Smith, and the remain- 
ing 30 divided between Allcomes of Cass and L. 
8. Coffin of Winter. Before the footings were 
made, however, Perkins was nominated by ac- 
clamation. 

For Auditor, C. G. McCarty of Story County 
was nominated on the first ballot, receiving over 
800 votes. William McFarland for Seeretary of 
State, B. A. Beeson for Treasurer, and John T. 
Stone for Attorney General were renominated 
by acclamation. 

The platform ratifies the nomination of Harri- 
sen and Reid, and commends a Republican 
national platform. The minority report, which 
was lost, was as follows: 

“The Republican Party pursuant to what was the 
expressed wish of a majority of the citizens of the 
State, passed a prohibitory liquor law, and true to 
ite pledges hae given it a full, fair and long trial. 
The last three elections demonstrated that this law 
is no tonger favored by the majority, and it is a 
matter of common knowledge that this law is not 
effectual throughout the entire Sta there. 
fore, in compliance with the wishes ef the people 
the Republican ay favors a refully-guarded 
law, which will leave Prohibition © genoral rule, 
but permit counties where the present law is inoper- 
ative, and the majority so desire, to tax and régu- 
late the trafiic, reducing as much as possible the 
evils flowing therefrom, and removing the curse of 
free whisky; such law to previde for a minimum 
tax of not lesa than $1,000, and such other restraints 
and regulations as may be desirable.”

OPENING OF THE PROHIBITION 
CONVENTION. 


THE “FOSION” IDEA NOT POPULAR 

. WITH THE DELEGATES—A DISPOSI- 
TION TO BROADEN THE FIELD OF 
ACTION FOR THE PARTY. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 29.—The Probibition 
Party put in a hard day’s work ending late to- 
night, the National Convention beginning at 10 
A. M, and holding three sessions—morning, aft- 
ernoon, and evening. Asa result a permanent 
organization has been effected, with Col, EPli 
Ritter of Indiana as presiding officer, and Sam 
Small, the Georgia evangelist, as Secretary, and 
to-morrow the convention will be ready to pass 
upon the platform and nominate candidates for 
President and Viee President, 

Chairman Diekie of the National Committee 
called the convention to order this morning, 
and introduced Dr. D. G. Evans of Hadding 
College, Iilineia, who formally opened the ses- 
sion with prayer. ‘The Rev. Dr. Lockwood of 
Cincinnati then, on benalf of the eity and of the 
State of Ohio, welcomed the delegates.

It is the 
roduct of Democratic and Republican rule—a 
amriag blot upon our civilization, a sin against 
God, and ought to be made a crime against humanit 
and driven from the face ef theearth. The Prohibi- 
tion P-rty is the only party t dares to fight this 
mig*ti.et curse of the world. Hlere we are, and we 
have come to stay. From this hour on let no fusion, 
no deals, no compromises be our motto. Let our 
platiorm be so broad, just, clear, and comprehensive 
that all who love God or home or country can join 
the procession which is now ready to meve on to 
victery.”’ ’ 

The rame of A. F. Wolfenbarger of Nebraska 
for Secretary ari the list of AssistantSecretaries 
and Sergeants at Arms selected by the National 
Committee met no opposition. The first fight 
in the convention occurred on the question of 
adopting the temporary rules prepared by the 
National Committee. These provided that only 
delegates present should be entitled to vote, 
This would have deprived a number of far-off 
States, especially those in the extreme South, 
of apart of their representation in the tem- 
porary organization, as all their delegates could 
not come on accountof theexpense. J. B. Cran- 
fill of Texas took the lead in behalf of these 
delegates. He said that if the rules were 
adopted it would leave control of the conven- 
tion in the States around Cino’nnati. It would 
cost $3,500 to send the thirty-five delegates 
of Texas here, and they could not afford it. The 
temporary rules would probably be ths perma- 
nent rules. He moved that each delegation 
have the right to east ita full vote whether all 
Colegesee were here or not. 

After alively tilt, Cranfill carried his amend- 
ment ‘on a rising vote, and then the rules with 
this amendment were adopted. The roll of 
States was called and each delegation an- 
hounced the members it had selected for repre- 
sentation on the committees. Then, on 
motion of Prof. Dickie, the convention ad- 
journed until 4 o'clock. 

The Platform Committee elected as Chairman 
Judge James Black of Pennsylvania, who has 
presided over the deliberations of this commit- 
tee in the last three Prohibition Conventions, and 
Fred F. Wheeler of New-York as Secretary. In 
order to facilitate business it was decided to 
refer to a sub-sommittee of five the formula- 
tion of a platform to be reported to the full 
committee for its action. Judge Black was 
made Chairman ox officio of the sub-committee 
and the following were on a Dallot elected 
members of the Platform Sub-Committee: East 
of Tennessee, St. John of Kansas, Mrs. Gougar 
of Indiana, Thompson of Ohio, and Wheeler of 
New-York. 

As soon as this had been done, Parsons of 
New-Jersey moved to instruct the sub-commit 
tee to make the platform of 1885S the basis of 
the platform to be brought in by the sub-com- 
mittee. There was evidently a fear on the part 
of Mr. Parsons that there was a strong radical 
element in favor of the Prohibition Party tak- 
ing a pronounced stand on the silver and labor 
questions, on monopolies, and various other 
topics of the day, and he wanted to reatriot 
operations. That Mr. Parsous’s fears had a 
very substantial basis was evident in the way 
his motion was fought. His motion was over- 
whelmingly beaten and the sub-committee left 
free to make ita own platform. 

An animated aession was held by the Commit- 
tee on Kules and Permanent Organization. 
After a lively discussion it waa decided to 
recommend to the convention a change back to 
the rule allowing only delegates actually pres- 
ent to vote in the convention. Although noth- 
ing of the kind was said in the committee de- 
bate, there was a suspicion that the change was 
was aimed tosome extent at Demorest. The 
effect of the alteration would be to diminish the 
voting power of the Southern and Western dele- 
gations, in which it was claimed that he was 
particularly strong. 

Soon after 4 o'clock the convention was called 
to order for the afternoon session, a big audi- 
ence being present. The Committee on Cre- 
dentials reported that 972 delegates were 
present, Louisiana and South Carolina being 
the only States not represented. The presenta- 
tion of the report ofthe Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization recommending Col. Eli Ritter 
for permanent Chairman and Sam Small for 
permanent Secretary and reinstating the rule 
voted down in the morning, giving States votes 
oy for delegates present, was the signal fora 


ght. 

The Rev. Mr. Small presented a minority re- 
port signed by fifteen States recommending 
that each State delegation be permitted to cast 
the full vote to which itis entitled. He madea 
vigorous speech in favor of the minority report, 
and protested against depriving these States of 
their full vote as a monumental injustice. The 
majority report, he said, blotted out States and 
wade the Probibition National Convention sim- 
ply mass meetings of men with money enough 
to get there. The Prohibition Party was against 
monopolies. 

A roll call by States on the adoption of the 
minority report resulted in its defeat by a vote 
of 359 to 721, and then the majority report was 
adopted, so that abscnt delegates will have no 
vote. 

After the announcement of the result of tho 
Toll call the convention adjourned.

~ ‘THEODORE W.DWIGHT DEAD 
THE END OF A LONG, ACTIVE, 
AND HONORABLE CAREER. 


DEATH OVERTOOK THE EMINENT PRO- 

} FESSOR AT HIS HOME IN CLINTON 
—HIS GREAT INTEREST IN CHARI- 
TIES AND PRISON REFORM. 


The death of Theodore William Dwight, which 
pocurred yesterday, removes one of the ablest 
aay and the most widely-known authority on 

gal teaching and questions in the country. He 
died at his home, in Clinton, N. Y. He had been 
fll for six weeks, but until within a few days 
his condition was not regarded as serious. His 
death was directly due to seiatica, which de- 
veloped into an affection of the heart. 

Theodore William Dwight was born at Catskill, 
W. Y., July 18,1822. When eighteen years old 
he was graduated at Hamilton College. In 1841 
andii1842 he studied at the Yale Law School 
He then returned to Hamilton as a tutor, and in 
1846 was chosen as the Maynard Professor of 
Law. In 1858 he became connected with 
Columbia College, being elected Professor of 
Municipal Law. He soon became Warden of 
the Columbia Law School. The degree of LL. D. 
‘was conferred upon him by Rutgers College in 
1859 and by Columbia College in 1860. 

Prot Dwight became known asone of the 
most successful teachers of law, and his serv- 
joes were desired by many institutions. 
twas elected non-resident Professor of Constitu- 
tional Law at Cornell University in 1868, and 
\Lecturer at Amherst College. Law students 
receiving instruction at his hands deemed 
themselves particularly fortunate. The regard 
in which he was held by his former pupils has 
ibéen indicated by the formation in this city of 
the Dwight Alumni Association, composed of 
those who had enjoyed his instruction, This 
association gave its annual dinner at Music 
Hall June 6. Prof. Dwight was then too ill and 
jtoo feeble to attend. The words there spoken 
‘testified to the love for him that dwells in the 
hearts of his old-time pupils. 

In February of last year Prof. Dwight tend- 
ered to the Trustees of Columbia College his 
resignation as Warden of the Law School, sc- 
eompanying it with the request that he be 
placed on the emeritus list under conditions 
already understood. The resignation was ac- 

pted and the request complied with. The 
‘Trustees passed a resolution expressing their 

‘appreciation of bis lifelong services and asking 
that he sit for his portrait, a committee be- 
ing already charged with the duty of arranging 
for its painting. 

Prof. Dwight was the author of a large 
jpumber of articles on legal matters. In 1863 
jhe published “An Argument in the Rose Will 
and Charity Cases,” and in association with Dr. 
E. C. Wines he published “ Prisons and Re- 
formatories in the United States.” In 1864 he 
edited Maine’s “ Ancient Law.” 

In 1886 Prof. Dwight was counsel for five 
professors of Andover Theological Seminary 
against whom complaints of heterodoxy had 
been made before the Board of Visitors, and his 
argument in their favor was subsequently pub- 
lished. He also wrote the first elaborate report 
of the New-York State Board of Charities, ex- 
hibiting the abuses of the poor-law system at 
thattime in force. He was the auther of a 
soy on “Influence of the Writings of 

ames Harrington on American Political {nsti- 
tutions,” and for many years was the associate 
editor of the American Law Register. 

Prof. Dwight was a member of the State Con- 
atitutional Convention of 1867, and of ite Ju- 
diciary Committee. For many years he was 
Views President of the New-York State Board of 
Charities. in 1873 he was a leading member of 
the famous Committee of Seventy. The fol- 
lowing year he was appointed by Gov. Dix a 
Judge ot the Commission of Appeals which 
then aided the Court of Appeals to clear its 
docket. In 1878 he was appointed by Gov. Rob- 
inson as State Commissioner to the Interna- 
tional Prison Congress at Stockholm, Sweden. 

Prof. Dwight was deeply interested in matters 
Telating to the treatment of criminals, and was 
for a time President of the New-York State 
Prison Association. He was one of the commit- 
= appointed to locate the Elmira Reformatory 
-rison. 

While he made teaching his great work, Prof. 
Dwight became not less well known and re- 

arded in whatever by-path he chose to walk. 
is gentleness of manner and kindliness of 
heart were characteristic, and in following the 
lines they would indicate he did noble work in 
the causes of charity and prison reform.

GOOD FOR THE FIREMEN. 
4 NEW SYSTEM OF SENDING OUT ALARMS 


TO BE USED HEREAFTER. 


A new system of communicating fire alarms 
by telegraph to the quarters of the engine and 
hook and ladder companies in this city will go 
into effect to-morrow. It i@designed to reduce 
as much as possible the annoyance and trouble 
caused the firemen by the transmission of all 
alarms of fire simultaneously to all the engine 
and hook and ladder companies throughout the 
city, which has been the rule since the estab- 
lishment of the present fire-alarm system. 

Some weeks ago THE Times called the atten- 
tion of the Fire Commissioners to the evils and 
absurdity of the system then in vogue, which 
entailed great hardship on the firemen. It was 
pointed out that there did not appear to be any 
good reason why, if an alarm was sent in froin 
the box at Battery Place and Broadway, the 
firemen in Harlem and in the annexed district 
above the Harlem should be roused from their 
slumbers, if the alarm happened to come in at 
night, come down the sliding poles, and hitch 
up the horses; nor that the firemen situated 
down town should be disturbed for an alarm of 
fire in Harlem. Yet this system has survived 
for years to the great annoyance of the firemen 


and the detriment to their health by bate rout- 
ed out of their beds a number of times during 
the night. 

Spurred on by the mg ge in the department 
produced by the article in THz Times, the offi- 
cialis at Fire Headquarters have shown remark- 
able activity and zeal, and, asa result of their 
arduousand painstaking labors, the new system, 
which has been devised by J. Elliott Smith, the 
efficient Superintendent of Fire Alarm Tele- 
graph, and arranged under his supervision and 
that of Chief Operator Farrell, will go into ef- 
fect to-morrow. 

The territory covered by the different engine 
and hook and ladder companies has been 
divided into telegraphic cireuits, and, beginning 
at 8 o’clock to-morrow morning, all alarms sent 
in from the street boxes will be sent out from 
Fire Headquarters on that circuit only with 
which the fire companies due on the first alarm 
atthe station sent are connected. The com- 
pas on the otuer circuits will mot be dis- 
turbed. 

It was found inadvisable to divide the city 
into districts by arbitrary lines, but for. the 
present the sending out of alurms from Fire 
Headquarters will be governed by the circuit 
system. Second, third, and fourth alarms vill 
be sent out as heretofore, simultaneously over 
all the circuits, and, necessarily, to the quarters 
of all the companies in the department, so that 
the entire fire-fighting force will be made aware 
when a large or dangerous fire is raging. 

There has been a great deal of time and 
money expended in perfecting this system and 
it is hoped that it will prove satisfactory. The 
inauguration of the system, which will be 
hailed as a great boon by the firemen, has been 
delayed by the porevag A in arranging the new 
circuits and changing the wires from aerial 
lines and placing them in the subways, and also 
by the illness of Superintendent Smith, which 
threavencé to prove serious. Mr. Smith is now 
recovering and will be able to attend to his 
duties in a few daya. During his illness Chief 
Operator Farrell has been in charge of the tele- 

raph system of the Fire Department, and has 
a4 superintending the numerous changes in 
the wires and the plant at Fire Headquarters 
rendered necessary by the change in the sys- 
tem of transmission of the fire alarms. 

If the new system proves a success, and 
there does not appear to be any reason to doubt 
it, it will be further extended so that fewer com- 
panies will receive first alarms, and perhaps it 
may result in the transmission of a first alarm 
turned from a street box only to those com- 
panies who are assigned to answer such a call

4 VISIT FROM THE REGIMENT'S 
VETERAN ASSOCIATION, 


FURTHER EVIDENCE OF THE ADVAN- 
TAGE OF COMPANY DRILLS—COL. 
PHISTERER DISAPPOINTED IN THE 
PLATOON MOVEMENTS. 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., June 29,—There was an 
‘evident difference of opinion between the field 
music of the Ninth Regiment and the artillery 
detachment of the First Battery this morning 
in respect to the proper time and the order in 
which reveille should be sounded. The sunrise 
gun was fired by the artillery men, under the 
command of First Sergt. Jansen, five minutes 
before the scheduled hour—5 o’clock—and the 
eustomary march of the field musio through 
the company streets of the encampment was 
not undertaken until the first, or musicians’, 
call had been given out from the guard tents 
and on the color line.

To these exercises the best guard mounting of 
the tour succeeded, in which Capt. J. W. Lester 
was the Officer of the Day, First Lieut, Thomas 
H. Newbold Officer of the Guard, and Second 


ficer. The benefit of the careful instruction of 
Capt. Thurston, the instructor of guard details, 
was shown in the manner in which the sentries 
on post performed their allotted duties through- 
out the day. There was a distinct advance in 
the appearance and carriage of the sentinels, 
who were stimulated by the presence of a mul- 
titude of visitors to the camp.

[ANAGER SANGER'S STOCK. 
- a ~« 
HE HAS NOT 8OLD HIS INTEREST IN 
THE BROADWAY THEATRE YET. 


Frank W. Sanger, manager of the Broadway 
Theatre, has been served with a notice to ap- 
pear in Supreme Court, Chambers, before 
Judge Andrews to-morrow and show cause why 
an injunction should not be issued forbidding 
him to sell the stock which he now holds in the 
Broadway Theatre. The suit has been entered 
by ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, representing T. 
Henry French, who says that Mr. Sanger agreed 
to sell the stock to him. Referring to the con- 
troversy, Mr. Sanger said yesterday: 

“ The first I ever heard of this assumption of 
Mr. Freueh was when I was shown a cablegram 
from him to his bookkeeper, saying, in sab- 
stance, ‘I accept Sanger’s proposition.’ As I 
had made no proposition there was none to ac- 
cept, and I thuught nothing more of the matter 
untill saw in @ newspaper a statement of Mr. 
French that he had bought my stock. He has 
not bought it, but he can have it if we can come 
to an agreement, as anybody else can. I would 
sell anything I have, except my family. 

“Mr. French saw me at the last meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the company, and 
heard me make the statement then that I was 
willing to sellmy interestin the theatre. He 
afterward said to me that he would like to buy 
it for Jis father, aud asked my terms. I told 
him I Had no terms, but was open to an offer, at 
the same time reminding bim of a by-law of the 
company providing that any stockholder wish- 
ing to dispose of his stock must, before selling 
to an outsider, offer it to the other stockholders 
ut the price tendered by the outsider. French 
said that selling to him for his father was the 
same as selling to a stockholder, he holding 
one-third of the stock. He wanted to know 
what I would take, and I repeated that I was 
open to an offer, subject to the conditions im- 
posed by the by-laws, but that nothing less than 
$100,000 would secure my interest. 

“That was the last I heard of the matter 
until I saw that cable ‘accepting my proposi- 
tion,’ and Mr. French’s bookkeeper came tu me 
‘with it prepared to close the transaction, but 
neither he nor tknew of any proposition to 
which the cabie referred. Nothing was done in 
the matter, and this injunction suit is the re- 
sult. It seems very silly to me, as French knows 
I cannot sell the stock without first offering it 
to him and Mr. Zabrowski. At any rate, I shall 
not sell to his father without giving Zabro waki 
a chance to take it for the same price. I think 
the fair way to do would be to divide it between 
the two, and that would place them on an equal 
footing, giving no advantage to either, but that 
evidently doesn’t suit Mr. French's ideas.’ 


NO ROOM FOR DOUBT. 





EX-GOV. CAMPBELL TELLS WHY MR. 
CLEVELAND WILL BE ELECTED. 


Ex-Gov. James E. Campbell] of Ohio was 
among the guests at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
Fifth Avenue and Twenty-third Street, yester- 
day. He was on his way to Boston, whence he 
will probably go to Buzzard’s Bay to visit Mr. 
Cleveland at Gray Gables. 

“1 donot think there is any room for doubt 
that Oleveland will be elected,” the ex-Gov- 
ernor said. “‘He has everything in his favor. 
Entirely aside from the issues which first be- 
gan to attract the attention of the country and 
of the world under his Administration, he has 
the prestige of a Presidential term which must 
appeal to ali thinking men as one of the wisest, 
strongest, and most unflinchingly honest in the 


history of the Government. I think that the 
men who write American history fifty years 
from now will gtve Cleveland perhaps the very 
highest place among the peace Presidents. 

“I think Cleveland will carry New-York 
State. Ido not base my belief in this respect 
so much upon the very apparent signs oe ° 
healable disruption among the rank and file as 
well as the machine Republicans of this State, 
as upon the ideas which influence the conserva- 
tive business men of New-York regarding the 
issues of the campaign. It seems to me that 
none of the issues which only remotely and 
theoretically affect the progress of the country 
as a whole will have so much effect upon ithe 
men of New-York City and State who rely 
upon sound Governmental principles ror the 
safe conduct of their businessas the one para- 
mount issue of the campaign—tariff reform. 

“Thave nota sufficiently intimate acquaint- 
ance with the details of New-York State politics 
to express with apy peeves my belief that 
the tariff question did not have a fair hearing 
in New-York in 1888, and that the result of the 
Presidential election of that year did not hinge 
s0 much upon that question as upon the local 
issues created by the Gubernatorial election, 
but such, in my opinion, was probably the case. 
In a straight and decisive contest between pro- 
tection and tariff reform in New-York—and I 
think there has been no such contest in Now- 
York as yet—I think that the policy of which 
Mr. Cleveland is the exponent is bound to win. 
**T also believe that Mr. Cleveland will carry 
the state of Ohio. Gubernatorial elections in 
Ohio indicate less than is generally believed, 
for the reason that so many peculiarly local is- 
sues are always involved in a Btate contest in 
Ohio. Butif I may be credited with any virtue 
as a good observer of the drift of political af- 
fairs in my own State, I think that even the Re- 
publican voters of Ohio will give evidence at 
the polis in November that they are tired of a 
policy which tends more to business depression 
than to the realization of the roseate hopes held 
out to them by the high protectionists.”’

THE HOLY LAND COLONIES 


THE SCHEME PROPOSED BY THE 
SHOWEY ZION. 


ATTACKS ON THE PLANS TO LOOK AFTER 
RUSSIAN HEBREWS—CHARGES AND 
COUNTER-CHARGES—PRESIDENT RO- 
SENBERQG’S STATEMENT. 


“Shewey Zion,” meaning “returners to Zion,” 
ig an incorporated society of this city whose 
main object, according to the promoters, is to 
send Russian Hebrews to the Holy Land as 
colonists. It was started eighteen months ago, 
drafted a constitution, appointed officers, and 
sent out a prospectus. Adam Rosenberg, alaw- 
yer, with an office at 703 Broadway, is the 
President. The membership in Showey Zion is 
limited to 500, tha dues from each being fixed 
at $1 per week, to be paid until the assessment 
reaches $200, which entitles the holder of a cer- 
tiflcate to all the advantages the society says 
can be reaped when the scheme has been car 
ried out. 

The society has thrived, according to the 
President's statement, the limit of membership 
has been reached, and nothing stands in the 
way of a successful termination of all plans 
unless it be the plottings of enemies, some of 
whom have attacked the organization from 
the start. In a recent issue of the Hebrew, 8. W. 
Natelsohn in a communication denounces some 
of the officers of the Showey Zion, intimating 
gross mismanagement of the society’s affairs 
and a questionable disposition and use of the 
funds. 

The President of the Showey Zion began a suit 
for criminal libel against Nateleohn, and the case 
came before Justice Meade in the Harlem Police 


Court last week. The Justice refused to take 
any action in the matter, advising the plaintiff 
to resort to a civil court. 

Mr. Rosenberg, the President, said yesterday: 
“This mun Natelsohn and Editor Sarasohn of 
the Hebrew are disgruntled members of our 
pce A who are simply trying to injure us to 
vent their spieen. I understand a retraction of 
the charges against the officers of Showey Zion 
will be made. [ will not push my suit until [ 
find that this is not done. 

“The Showey Zion is founded on a practicable 
basis and has for ite object the bettering of the 
conditions of the poor Russian Hebrews who 
have come to this country and have no future 
before them buta life of miserable drudgery. 
Our plan is to acquire land in the Holy Land, 
send & commission there to manage affairs for a 
term of years and then parcel out the property 
in holdings of not leas than fifty acres each to 
the members of the society. 

“We have already taken steps in this direo- 
tion, I myself having been one of the delegates 
sent abroad to look over the country. We found 
the land about Jerusalem not what we wanted, 
but about an eight-hour ride south of Damas- 
cus we got the refusal on 6,000 acres of fertile 
soil which we will formally purchase when a 
ditticulty of the Turkish law affecting an alien’s 
right to hold property is adjusted. We are prac- 
tically working with the agents of Baron Koth- 
echild, and soon expect to gain title to the prop- 
erty. We have the funds on deposit in Paris to 
pay for it. 

“Of course with my people sentiment, in a 
measure, wins them to the plan of settling in 
the Holy Land. But we think they will be bet- 
ter off there with homes and little farms. They 
can become agriculturists in spite of all said to 
the contrary, but not in America, where they 
would be driven to the wali and soon drift into 
— bent, but not the best thing for 

em.” 

At the office of the Hebrew, Ezekiel Sarasohn 
said that his paper would not only not print a 
retraction of the charges made in the communi- 
cation from 8. W. Natelsohn, but was prepared 
to attack Showey Zion on other lines, and fur- 
ther warn Hebrews from taking any stock in 
the soolety. 

“This whole scheme of sending Russian 
Hebrews from America to Palestine,’”’ said Mr. 
Sarasohn, ‘is preposterous and impracticable, 
and the poor people who have managed to get 
to this country are deluded by the glittering 
promises. This hard-earned money is practi- 
eally thrown away, and no one save a few of the 
richer, who willintheend get the funds, will 
have any benetit. Wehave warned the Rus- 
sian Hebrews against the Showey Zion from the 
start, and so have other Hebrew newspapers, 
and within the last few weeks we have been 
particularly agressive. 

“The society of which Mr. Rosenberg is 
President is known as No.1. There is another 
Showey Zion No. 2, not as respectable as the first. 
We propose to make war against them, regard- 
ing them as pernicious and impracticable 
schemes to squeeze money out of poor and 
easily deluded persons. Itis ridiculous to think 
of acquiring all that is promised for $200.” 





LEAGUE STANDS FIRM.

IT MAY DECIDE TO-DAY TO LOCK OUT 
ALL ITS UNION WORKMEN. 


The members of the Iron League did not ap- 
pear to be frightened yesterday by the strikes 
ordered by DistrictAssembly No. 253 against the 
firm of J. B. &J. M. Cornell. Their Executive 
Committee will meet to-day at 143 Centre Street, 
and it was rumored that further retaliatory meas- 
ures would be decided upon against the uniona. 
The Executive Committee may decide that all 
other union men besides the housesmiths in the 
employ of members of the Iron League shall be 


discharged, and that all league shops shall have 
none but hon-union men in all their branches. 

The leaders of District Assembly No. 253 evi- 
dently intend to moor up the fight against the 
Iron League. In addition to the strikes ordered 
on Tuesday on dalldings in which Mr. Cornell 
is doing the iron work, strikes were ordered on 
the buildings at Washington Place and Greene 
Street and Fourth Avenue and Twenty-sixth 
Street and the new annex to the store of Brokaw 
Brothers. 

The strike expected to take place at the Car- 
negie [ron Works at Pittsburg against a pro- 
posed reduction of wages and the lock-out of all 
union men that it is Heved will follow to- 
morrow are connected by the men with the 
trouble in this city. Mr. Cornell, mer, say. has 
large contracts with the Carnegie Works for 
supplying him with iron at very low prices. 
Should there be a suspension of work at the 
Carnegie Works, Mr. Cornell, the men say, would 
be obl fed to buy his iron elsewhere at advanced 

rices in order to carry out his contracts with 

uilders in New-Yor These contracts, how- 
ever, have strike clauses, and should he be able 
to force strikes by which his work in this city 
could be suspended he would not bo obliged to 
buy iron, but could walt for the trouble in the 
Carnegie Works to be settled. 

In the meantime the [ron League will try to 
break the unions or force them to make a set- 
tlement satisfactory to the league.

The H. O. Bernard Manufacturing Company, 
importers and manufacturers of straw goods at 
575 Broadway and at Westborough, Mass., is re- 
ported to bein financial difficulties. M. Warley 
Platzek, attorney for Lippman Toplitz, has ob- 
tained an attachment against the company for 
$80,479, of which about $50,000 is on notes 
and drafts of the company, and the balance for 
money loaned and merchandise sold. Mr. Top- 
litz, it is said, has aided the company for along 


sion of the store and its contents, and Mr. Plat- 
zek received a dispatch that the Sheriff had also 


seized the plant at Westborough, Mass., where 
the factory is situated. 

The concern, itis said, has had a very dis- 
astrous Spring season, and for some days past 
has made efforts to satisfy the creditors by 
turning over assets to them to secure their 
claims. It is said that book accounts amount- 
ing toover $40,000 have been transferred to 
the various merchandise or editors, whose olaim 
ageregate about $40,000. 
is said to have been thus secured for about 
$13,000. 

The bulk of the merchandise claims are under 
$5,000 each. Another large creditor, whose 
claim is reported to be $15,000, is said to have 
received a chattel mortgage on the plant at 
Westborough. The creditors think there will be 
enongh assets to pay everybody if they are not 
sacrificed. 

The liabilities are estimated at about $150,- 
000, including the claims which have been se- 
eured. The stock on hand in this city and at 
Westborough is estimated at about $100,000, 
nominal value. The business was established 
many years ago by Henry O. Bernard, who 
some years ago was noted as a great plunger at 
the race track. 

In September, 1885, the H. O. Bernard Mannu- 
facturing Company was incorporated, with a 
capital stock of $200,000, succeeding H. O. 
Bernard & Co. In June, 1888, the company 
asked the creditors for an extension running 
over a year on liabilities of $320,000, which 
was granted. On Oct. 1, 1891, the charter of 
that corporation expired and the concern was 
incorporated under New-Jersey laws, with a 
capital stock of $200,000, Mr. Bernard continu- 
ing as President. The attachment of Mr. Top- 
litz was granted on the ground that it was a 
foreign corporation. 

The company had norating at Bradstreet’s. 
Bome of the merchandise on hand, it is said, 
does not belong to the company, and the Sheriif 
has received aclaim from a person who says 
that part of it belongs to him.

O'BRIEN & CLARK WORSTED 


DECISION AGAINST THEM BY THE 
GENERAL TERM. 


fHE TEST. CASE IN THE AQUEDUCT CON- 
TRACTORS’ SUITS—LIMIT OF THE 
CITy’s LIABILITY — MISAPPREHEN- 
SIONS AS TO THE CONTRACT, 


The General Term of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday handed down a desision affirming the 
judgment entered by direction of the court be- 
low of about $20,000 against the city in the ac- 
tion brought by Aqueduct Contractors John 
O’Brien and Heman Clark to recover nearly 
$800,000 for extra work alleged to have been 
done on Section 6 of the new aqueduct. The re- 
sult is a victory for the city, as it was admitted 
that the amount for which the verdict was di- 
rected was due to the contractors. The case 
will now be carried to the Court of Appeals. 

The opinion of the Genera) Term is written by 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt and is conourred 
in by Justices Patterson and Lawrence. It is 
held that the city could not be held liable for 
any work done on the aqueduct outside of 


what was called for in the contract between the 
city and the contractors. 
In his opinion Justice Van Brunt says: 


“It is apparent that the plaintiffs must be claiming 
either for work done undef the contract in question 
and pursuant to ite terms, or for work outside of its 
provisions and which, therefore, necessarily comes 
under the designation of extra work. From the 
language of the complain: it is difficult to determine 
the proposition as to whether the plaintiffs scek a re- 
covery because of any extra work or whether they 
simply desire to declare that all the work for which 
they claim compenéation has been done in pursuance 
of the contract. 

**in considering this question, it must be borne in 
mind that tie liability of the defendant is strictly 
statutory, and we must look to the act of 1883 for 
authority to impose whatever liability the deiendant 
incurred. This is manifest, because the work in 
question was not done by the agents or servants of 
the defendant corporation. The Croton Aqueduct 
Commissioners and their employes wereindependent 
of the corperation as to the tenure of their olfice and 
the mavverof discharging their duties, and they 
were in no way amenable to the corporation. The 
subordinates were subject entirely to the orders and 
direction of the Aqueduct Commissioners, who were 
oreated by direct legisiative enactinent. 

“Such being the relatiens between the city and the 
persons who had charge of this work, the authori(y 
of those persone to chargo the city must necessarily 
be found in the law creating and defining the manner 
and method by which they were to accomplish their 
work. Tne Legislature took upon iteelf to construct, 
by its own officials, a public work tor the benefit of 
the inhabitants of New-York City. and, by virtue of 
its sovereign power, took away all claim which the 
municipal sorporation might have to control its own 
private affairs, and put its hands into the Public 
Treasury of the city for the purpose of paying the ex- 
penses thereof. 

“With the question as to the initiation of this 
work or ite progress or manner of execution the city 
had nothing whatever todo. * By the act un- 
der consideration it is apparent that the only man- 
nor in which liability could be created against the 
city beyond $1,000 was by writing, and beyond 
$5,000 by written contract, except that relating to 
surveys, maps, plans, and esiimates necessary to be 
opere’. and in reference to the compensation of 
engineers and other persons to supervise and inspect 
the work by the act acthorized to be done. No claim 
is prosented for extra work in which these require- 
ments of the statute have been complied with 
Therefore it follows that for such extra work, even 
if performed, no liability could be imposed upon the 
city, because, as already stated, the persons having 
the control of the construction o/ this public work 
were acting pursuant. to legislative authority, and 
puly for such expenditure as could be shown to have 
been incurred pursuant to such legislative authority 
sould the city be mado liable. 

“The @Qlaims of the plaintiffs must therefore be 
considered as presented for work done under the 
contract and pursuant to its terms, and the questions 
of difference between the plaintiffs and the defend- 
ant, as faras the questions involved in this appeal 
are concerned, therefure relate to the construction 
o: the terms of the contract.” 

Judge Van Brunt continues that the con- 
tractors seem to allege that they followed the 
{instructions of the engineer in charge of the 
work. butitis apparent that no liability could 
arise out of talk. The engineer could not direct 
work in excess of the plans and specifications. 
The certificate of the engineer setting forth that 
there was due to the contractors the amount 
conceded by the city to be due must be taken as 
conclusive. There was no imputation that it 
was fraudulent, and therefore the plaintiffs 
must be bound by its terms if the contract be 
taken into account atall. The court had noth- 
ing to do with the hardship that this might 
cause. The opinion concludes: 

“Upon the whole case, therefore, we are of the 
opinion that a recovery cannot be had beyond that 
which was ordered in the court below. As has been 
iterated and reiterated «turing this opinion, the foun- 
dation of all liability upon the part of the city must 
be found in the law and the contract, and unless it 
ean be shown that the claimed lability bas authority 
from the law commanding the contract, and from 
the contract, then cleariy it does not exist. 

* Tt seoma to us that the difliculty in the case arose 
from the fact that in eutering into this oontract, and 
im the early progress of the work, both the con- 
tracwre and the engineer entirely misapprohended 
their relations to and their rights and obligations 
ander it, each assuming that equitable considera- 
tions might have their weightin determining ques 
tions in which the rigid terms of the contract 
seemed to work ahardship. In this both were en- 
tirely mistaken, as by the law liability could only 
be fastened upon the city in the manner by it pre- 
scribed.” 

The suit in which the contractors have been 
beaten for the second time was brought to 
trialasatest. It was regarded as of the great 
pstimportance. The contractors who figure in 
it as plaintiffs and other contractors have suits 
pending in which millions of dollars are claimed 
on similar grounds. The general opinion now is 
that their defeat will be repeated iu the Court 
of Appeals, and then it will not be worth their 
while to bring their other suits to trial.

A LOT OF SHEEP AND LAMBS SOLD AT 
VERY REASONABLE PRICES. 


“Long Tom” Conway, the ancient shepherd 
at the sheepfold in Central Park, does not carry 
a crook, and the only pipe he knows about is a 
short clay one, in which he smokes cut-plug to- 
bacco while he putters around the sheepfold 
and the meadows minding his flock. He is a 
grave map, of gentle speech, as becomes his 
office, and the score and more of years during 
which he has worked about the Park have only 
given him a little stoop in the shoulders and a 
bit of rheumatism in the knee joints. 

Once a year “Tom” loses part of his flock by 
pubiic auction, when enough sheep and lambs 
are sold to keep the flock small epough to be 


housed in the Park sheepfold, a brick structure 
of the distinctive Central Park order of archi- 
tecture, at the Sixty-sixth Street entrance on the 
westside, Thither went a handful of fancy live 
stock amateurs and curiosity hunters yesterday 
forenoon to attend the sale by the Department 
of Public Parks, as advertised in that magazine 
of sober literature, the City ecord, of “ two 
rams, twenty-nine ram lambs, twenty ewes, 
eleven ewe lambs, one common bull, one year 
oid, and ninety-two sheep fieeces, (about 623 
pounds.)”’ 

The sheep and lambs, all said to be of pure 
Southdown stook, were huddied after the man- 
ner of sheep in the pens, aud each wore a smail 
metal earring with the letters *C. P.” and the 
animal's own humber stamped uponit. ** Tom” 
does not know his sheep by name, but by num- 
ber. 

The two old rams were sold first, one for $11 
and the other for $14, The ram lambe came next, 
and the auctioneer talked loud and long about 
them. The first choice of the lot was sold for 
$14 to aman who took two at that price each. 
Two more sold at $10.50, one at $11, two at $7, 
and then the prices dwindled until the last three 
went for $2 each. The ewes did not bring any 
startling er the first three picked bringing 
$8.50 each, tive more selling at $9, and the 
others going at from $7.50 to $5. ‘The tirst tive 
of the ewe lambs fetched $6 per head, then three 
went for $6.50, and the others for $6. 

The yearling bull had no pedigree to com- 
mend him, and he moved about rather sulkily 
when invited to getup and jump around. He 
was black, with no distinct points or markings, 
and the only interesting oe in his history 
was the fact that he was born in Central Park. 
The buyers were an upromantio crowd, and the 
yearling only fetched $6, which he ought to be 
worth for beet. 

The clipped wool was lying ina pile, said to 
contain over 600 pounds. It was of fair two- 
inch staple, and not yery greasy or seedy. The 
pile sold for #104, which was said to be too 
much by # map who did not get it. 

The prices paid for the sheep and lambs were 
considered low. Last year $30 or $40 was 
paid for single animals. The ley buyers 
yesterday were l. I. Stillinga, J. 8. Sheehan, the 
Rey. E. J. Byrnes of Monrose, Orange County; 
Dr. White of Yonkers, and Mr. Holeomb of 
New-Jersey, Who will send the animals to their 
country places. W. A. Conklin, formerly of 
Central Park, bought two sheep for $10 each 
out of his savings. 





ENGINEER GOWING’S TRIAL. 


THE COURT-MARTIAL BEGINS WORK AT 
THE BROOKLYN NAVY YARD. 


A general court-martial convened at the navy 
yard, Brooklyn, yesterday for the trial of Chief 
Engineer Burdette C. Gowing, United States 
Navy..

There was no smell 
of liquor on him, however. The witness thought 
Gowing had no business to be away from the 
ship, and that he was drunk, 

Cross-examined, Capt. Norton said Gowing 
was on duty also at the South Brooklyn Steam 
Engine Works, and had permission to leave the 
slip when necessary to attenG to those duties. 
He Was under the impression that these duties 
bad already onded on June 6. The order being 
produced in court, it was discovered that Gow- 
ing was not relieved until June 9. 

The second witness was Lieut Commander 
James H. Dayton, exeoutive officer of the Ver- 
mont. He thought Gowing acted peculiarly on 
June 6, but considered him fit to perform duty. 
He did not see him after 1 o’olock in the after- 
noon, and could not say what he might have 
done after that. 

The court then adjourned, to meot this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock.

BAD WORK AT ELLIS ISLAND. 


—>—— 
TWO ARCHITECTS CONDEMN THE NEW 
IMMIGRANT STATION. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The joint immigrant 
committees of the Senate and House to-day 
heari the two expert architects appointed to 
investigatethe character of the work and ma- 
terials of the Ellis Island buildings. 

Mr. Neilson, who said he was an architect of 
long experience and thoroughly conversant 
with the construction of buildings of the char- 
acter of those at the immigration station, stated 
that after a careful investigation he had arrived 
at the conclusion that the main building was 
badly constructed, the material very bad, the 
foundation insecure, particularly that portion 
resting on wood piles, and the roof leaky, woak, 
and too flat. The solidity of tliat part of the 
building resting on piles could not possibly last 
more than ten years, and probably not more 
than five years. In many instances the mate- 
rial used in the building was of a very inferior 
quality, and was not in any sense up to the 
standard called for in the specifications. 

On the whole, Mr. Neilson thought the work 
was of a second-class order, and ssid as an 
architect he would condemn the whole build- 
ing. With anew root anda better foundation 
made of piers, he belisved the building would 
last thirty years, but hardly any longer. It 
was a building such as the Government should 
not have accepted, as it did not come up to the 
specifications. 

Mr. Neilson stated that in nearly all cases 
where certain things were necessary they were 
lacking. Where where should have been three 
brass hinges on the doors there were only two. 
Such discrepancies were seen throughout the 
building. The omission amounted in all to about 
$3,700 in value, and consisted of a floor in the 
basement, hinges, boiler plates,and speaking 
tubes. Mr. Neilson, with the aid of a miniature 
model of one end of the main building, showed 
where it was weak owing to inadequate support 
and insecure foundation. A heavy wind or 
snow on theroof might cause a collapse. He 
estimated that it would cost at least $150,000 
to put the building in good order. He, however, 
would be glad to have the privilege of reproduc- 
ing all the cre on the island for $400,000. 

. & Parsons, the other expert, gave testi- 
mony corroborative of that of Mr. Noilson. 

A report submitted by the two architects 
stated in substance that, while the contract 
prices for the buildings were reasonable enough, 
the specifications had not been fulfilled in the 
matter of material and otherwise.

TIONS DEFERRED UNTIL AUGUST. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.,’ June 29.—Two hundred 
delegates, representing forty-eight counties out 
of ninety-eight in Tennessee, attended the first 
State Convention of the People’s Party, held in 
this city, yesterday. 

The convention proceeded slowly, and, aj- 
though morning, afternoon, and night sessions 
were held, little of importance was done until 
night.

WHAT THE NOMINATION OF MBE. 
CLEVELAND: MEANS’ 


VINDICATED BY THE CAMPAIGN OF 
EDUCATION — POLITICIANS FORGET 
THE MOMENTUM OF A GREAT 
IDEA IN AROUSING ENTHUSIASM. 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The nomination of Grover Cleveland to the 
Presidency in the*light of the events that 
brought it about must fill every American re- 
gardless of party ties with just pride. The ac- 
tion of the Chicago Convention in the declara- 
tion of principles, no less than in the selection 
of the standard bearer, teaches a lesson which 
goes out to the furthest parts of the world, 
wherever popular government is cither an es- 
tablished institution or an aspiration of the 
people. The theory that nothing makes man so 
fit for liberty and arepublican form of govern- 
mentas liberty itself has seldom been put un- 
der a severer test, and perhaps never been more 
conclusively vindicated than by this oulmina- 
tion of a great popular movement. The history 
of the Democratic Party for the last six 
months will stand as a most important 
monument of government by the people. 

The outlook but three months ago was dreary 
indeed. It seemed asif those who had planned 
to defeat the undoubted preference of the 
people for the ex-President would be successful. 
They had endeavored to remove the great re- 
form issue and substitute a finaneial heresy as 
the policy of a great party, which, if successful, 
would not alone have buried the party, but 
covered the country with gloom and disaster. 
The political machinery of the party in a nuin- 
ber of leading States was in the hands of the 
opponents. Every method of persuasion was 
adopted to convey the impression that it would 
be courting sure defeat to nominate the man 
who had given so bold an expression for tariff 
reform aa to defeat his own re-election in 1888, 
and who had the temerity to declare boldly for 
sound money in the face of a prepondeorating 
number of the leading statesmen of his own 
Pee all along a campaign of education bas 
been going on vindicating the ex-President in 
the eyes of the people. They had opportunity 
to correctly estimate the true leader. They had 
occasion to see that there is no more greedy aud 
avaricious power in the land than that of pro- 


tection. The McKinley act had shown them 
that each concession in turn only leads to more 


-and more exactions and demands upon legisia- 


tion. Monopolies and trusts were springing up 
all over in the wake of that act—if an act of leg- 
islation can be called what is the dictation of 
monopolistic interests submissively voted upon 
and registered by the Republicans in power. 
They had anopportunity tosee that while the tar- 
iff was raised, and tariff-bred trusts were en- 
riching their participants, wages were being 
reduced by the employers, by the very trusts 
and “combines,” the creations of the tariff. 
They could see that the wage earner was not 
benefited, but that all classes were oppressed 
to enrich the few wealthy taskmasters. The 
wage earner could not get any benefit from a 
tariff! when it is demonstrable that, measured 
by the piece, his wages are less than those of 
his foreign competitors in most of the industrial 
products so highly favored by protection. 

The people could further see the corrupting 
influence of the tariff. They could remember 
that without the high profits secured to law- 
created monopolies the corruption funds would 
not be collectible which buy elections, as in 
1888, and thus sap the very groundwork of 
popular government. Civil service reform, con- 
ceding all its purifying tendencies, is but of 
smalier importance compared. The worst that 
edn be said of the spoils system is that it de- 
bauches the administrative machinery. Always 
under the scrutinizing eye of an ever-watchful 
opposition, the virus has little force to act. Pub- 
lic opinion is an antiseptic against any wild rav- 
ages of the disease, } 

But protectionism corrupts the legislation of 
the country and lays the seeds so deep that they 
fructify and spread under ground far and wide, 
80 that the growth springs up and entwines 
itself with a thousand armsin all the national 
and individual manifestations of life. The peo- 
ple could see that the righting of these evils was 
the all-important desideratum. 

They undoubtedly did see it in that light. 
They-followed the counsels of the man who 
spoke the courageous word in 1887 and not 
these of the men who would dissuade them 
from following his leadership. They elected 
in overwhelming numbera delegates to the 
nominating convention which held these views. 
If ever a National Convention was the direct 
representation and expression of the will of the 
common people it was this convention. They 
selected their own men and gave them theirown 
instructions despite the ‘‘ many sage ad vices” of 
the machine men. They had an idea that they 
knew their own affairs best and how to mend 
them and so they acted. The farmers knew 
that the tariff was the evil which oppressed 
them and instructed their delegates as with one 
voice for the reform. They had learned also, 
in advance of the political leaders, thatif they 
had anything to sell it was well to get a good 
dollar in return and not a discredited coin. The 
consequeuce of all this, the outcome of an edu- 
cational campaign preceding it, is that the 
Democratic Party by the act of its convention 
stands to-day boldly before the people ae the 
champion of freedoin from unjust and unequal 
taxation, and of sound finance and honest 
moneys, against the evasive policy of the Repub- 
licans. This is only thie logical position for both 
parties tooccupy. The endeavors to enhance 
the value of silver beyond the value given by 
the world at large by act of legislation is an act 
of protectionism extended to the mine owner 
and beneliting no one buthim. It ought to be 
left entirely to the Kepublicans who have mo- 
nopolized the business of creating wealth by 
statute. 

It was avery short-sighted policyin Demo- 
crate to compete with Republicans in the hon- 
ors which could at no time be anything but 
short-lived and barren. The people of this party 
have for once and forever made it impossible 
that any othera but Kepublicans could draw 

lory from debasing the currency by siiver in- 
flation. The act vf 1890, the twin brother of 
the McKinley act, has done everything in this 
direction that could be desired to fasten a terri- 
ble responsibility upon the party of spoils. The 
Democrats have vindicated themselves by call- 
ing for the repeal of this Republican measure, 
the greatest menace to our financial safety. 

The people have shown a remarkable degree 
of ripeness. They knew to build better than 
their leaders. Itis not possible to think that 
they will rest till they have carried to com- 
pletion their acts of self-aasertion and tri- 
umphantly elected the nominees who are to ex- 
ecute their will. Politicians usually forget the 
momentum of a great idea, of a great reform 
measure, in arousing énthusiasm. Thoy like- 
wise forget the singular magnetism of a leader 
whose acts appeal so strongly to the imagina- 
tion. Itis the heroic in all ages which makes 
history. 

Those who figure out the possible majorities 
in elections ought not to forget to include in 
their account the two millions, or 80, of new 
voters who are added every four years to the 
column by coming to the voting age. To them 
the man and the platform appeal with singular 
force. If enthusiasm for an idea is not to be 
found with them, where is itto be found ? They, 
with the men under thirty, give the great addi- 
tions to a party fighting for a principle and 
make the task of figuring out results often so 
very perplexing to the venerable men who 
manage the machines. Under this new leader- 
ship the party will triumph and roll up & ma- 
jority in November which will silence for good 
the fear that we cannot safely rely on the peo- 

le for correcting abuses, and that the widest 

istribution of the suffrage is not the most 
effective means of curing evils which in a@ Ger- 
tain sense may be attributable to its exercise.

ALVA’S OFFICERS EXONERATED. 


THE DROWNING OF MICHELS AND GIS 
HOUSEKEEPER WAS ACCIDENTAL. 


An inquest was held before Coroner Schultze 
and a jury yesterday in the case of Nicholas 
Michels, the saloon keeper of 276 Seventh Ave- 
nue, and Mary Simonin, his housekeeper, who 
were drowned on the 11th inst. by the boat in 
which thef Were rowing in the North River 
being cutin half by the steam yacht Alva, be- 
longing to William K. Vanderbilt. 

Capt. Henry Merrison of the Alva testified 
that when he first sighted the rowboat she was 
300 yards from the yacht and ahead, He blew 
his whistle and changed his course to avoid the 
boat. Michels stopped rowing for the space of 
perhaps half a minute and then resumed, 


in an apparent endeavor to cross the 
yacht’s bow. Capt. Morrison whistled again 
and - ig the signal forthe engines to be re- 
versed, but he saw then that the accident was 
unavoidable, and before the Alva’s headway 
could be stopped the rowboat was struck and 
cut in two. 

Michels had evidently lost his head. Had he 
remained quiet when he first atopped rowing 
the Alva would have passed the boat: Before 
the rowboat was struck Micbels threw both 
Oars into the water. 

John Ellison, the second mate of the Alva, 
corroborated Capt. Morrison’s statement, and 
it was also substantiated by Capt. John 8. Penny 
of the ferryboat Kingston, Capt. Joseph Hav- 
erty of the tugboat William Booth, and Charles 
Miller, William Cox, and William Cox, Jr., who 
all testified that the running down of the boat 
was unavoidable. 

The jury rendered a verdict that the drown- 
ing was accidental and exonerating the oificers 
of the Alva.
